The Poore would bee acquainted with the Rich, but hee 
is nice of his acquaintance : therefore, now I ſhall exhibite 
a dainty before you, a rich mans bleſſing powred into a 

oofe mans bofome. This largefſe of Gods munificence is 
hack in my Text , a Text of almes, and copious loue of the 
Rich to the Poore; The King to the Begger , God to his 
Church :'Open thy month wide, and I will fill it. 

Such offers as this are ſeldome made in the hungry, cruell, 
proud, ambitious, malicious, and to ſpeake one word for al, 
in this couetous Age. O, lamentable time ! a brother doth 
flame in furious anger againſt his brother, there is Cain, 

In ſome place, the Tonne is ficke of his father; there is XFb. 
folon; the mother greedy for morſels of her owne child; the 
hunger of Samaria. 

Ambitious Antichriſt, in all climates where he canreach, 
cauſeth bloud to touch bloud, Abwmeleck, 

Queene-Mother, Rome, laboureth to ſpill all the bloud 
Royal, Athabbah. | 

Many falſe women lay ſnares for their husbands , if they 
be not Philiſtims,to grattfie the Philiftyms, Dahah.

Our mouth muſt be opened with daily confeſſions of our 
owne vnworthinefle , and profeſſions of Gods goodnefle, 
that we euer may be miniſtring grace to our companions:O, 
let my month be ener filled with thy praiſe. 

Bur if all theſe opened; and the heart ſhut, there isin all 
more ſhew then truth : therefore muſt the heart be meant in 
the word open : that the light of the Spirit may bee receiued 
into the intelle& , and Spirit of ſanEtification into the affe- 
&ion. The Spirit of God is the light, the heart is the win- 
dow : Sed mmnlti claudant feneſtram contra folems , vt quietius 
dormiant in tenebris : Too many are as the fluggard, which 
would haue the window ſhut, leſt light'come in,and trouble 
him in his dead ſleepe , ſieepe of ſinne, Yetneceſfarily muſt 
the heart bee opened; it is more thenthe window , it is the 
dore of the ſoule, which muſt bee opened to Chriſt, as the 
chamber of the Bride to the Bridegroome': Behold, I fand 
at the dore and knocks : Open to me wy lone, my done, my vnde- 
filed.

Chriſtians reſembled to vs by Bees,which foreſce or feele 
waat, doe prouide for themſelues,fetching food to the Bee- 
hiue : Neceſſitas magiftra , cither preſent want, or feare of 
want to come, ſets all to labour to proude, which are wiſe, 
xptia Stone 1gr awed j, It reacheth good dottrine , to flic 
to wholſome prayers, to looke about for prowſions, and re- 
mediesto cure the diſeaſe, as /acob pondering the vrgent fa- 
mine, ſent forth his ſonnes for vifualls : Get yow downe to E- 
Lypt and buy corne for vs , that wee may line and not dye: wee 
know, if wee know any thing, that there are diuers kinds of 
want. 
© Bodily want is of health, firengrh,and riches of the earth, 
Spirituall want is of the Word of Life, and Grace of God. 
In the true valuing of theſe wants , true do&trine of Ieſus 
Chriſt direQteth vs to ſceke, firſt, ſtore for the chiefe want. 

The Spiritual! want is the greater , and pincheth moſt at 
laſt : therefore, firſt, Secke the Kingdome of God. Sicnt ſant 
partes terre, ſic ſunt Ecclefa partes, aut pingmiores, ſteriliores: 
Some like a well watered garden, full of herbs and flowres : 
Some like a barren and drie wildernefle, no fruits. Burt pride 
is a broade fin ouer this wide world, that often thoſe, which 
are in moſt pouerty,make moſt ſhew of plenty. $o the brag- 
ger will be.a rich Marchant, and the hypocrite a Treaſurar 
of Religion : both ſer the better legge before : and as the 
fooliſh young man ſore hurt, doth hide his wound , and is 
not cured, thus they hide their want , till they bee paſt cure. 
SoLaodicea dadeile glory of plenty,when ſhe was in want: 
thou ſayeſt, thou art rich, but thou art poore. 

Many ramp as Lyons, for want of worldly wealth, which 
in waut of heauenly treaſure lye downe and ſleep,as [onas in 
the bottom of the ſbip, But we muſt all be opened moſt,for that 
wee want moſt,as dry ground,to the refreſhings of the raine 

waters,

waters, 25 the nuarſe-child, to the mothers breſts, as the hun- 
ry bird for foode, which the damme bringeth., 

This is the leſſon of wiſe Prouidence, to Chriſtian reſolu- 


tion, teaching vs to open our ſelues to God, that hee my O= 
pen himſelfe to vs, whe openetb his hand,and filleth with his 


blefſing enery lining thing, 
CMamer of defire. 
N the complaint of wanes, it is to bee regarded, how de- 
& fires are ſent forth. All the world is full of deſires, and 
there -is one defire common to all,that our defires may be fa- 
tisfied; as Achſab deſired water-fprings,and,O,how her heart 
burned, till it was cooled with water-fprings! | 
Wee are commanded to aske , and taught how that the 
prayers of the righteous may be granted. Yet, becauſe there are 
ſo many errors in Petitioners and their Petitions , therefore 
arc there in Gods word, ſo many cautions for the Petitio- 
ners, and direQons for Petitions , that being ſent right in 
their errand,they may receiue good ſpeede. Some needy O- 


rators are faulty, in reſpect of the 
1- Party, to whorn they pray, open to Idols.

the eyes of all'things. By the other, he is all hands , like the 
fabulated Cemimaerm,might _ to make and marre all. 

1s: the: maker , and the 
Pope is but the catuer to make all fine, yarniſhing ouer I- 
dolatric, with Antichriſtian Canons , Decretalls ,. Gloſles, 
that 2047h* may ſeeme natiue colours , and baſe copper 
fine gold. But what doe 1 touching the Popes metralls bs 
yond my marks ? Al,al,almoſt all the world facrifice to three 
great Planets, Profir,Pleaſure;and Hotior; to one of theſe,or 
to all. Theſe are three diſmall Planets, with which 1000000 
are ſtricken blindeand lame, that they can neither ſee, nor 
doc luftice, Honour , Profit, Pleaſure ; /wpiter, Satwrne, 
FYenws;  Ambition'p Auarice , Luſt ; wander all ouer , whi- 
leſt the bleſſed: Swine of Righteonſneſſe hath no' toome in 
that world of darkenefle. Theſe are now of religious ac- 
count, as the golden Calfe of Iſrael, which went before 
them.- Theſe, O Iſrael, brought thee ont of the Land of Egypt; 
when God had no eye to ſee, nor hand to helpe : or rather, 
theſe broughtthee into the Land of darkneſſe , when Chri- 
ſtians, as the Sodomites, wanting eycs, knew fot how to vſe 
their haods. LELET: 

Secondly, ſome Orators offend in reſpe& of the matter 
for whickthey pray: Vices,more then verrues; Superfluitics, 
more therrheceſſaries : A foole defirerh hurtful things, = 

"Thirdly , ſome are blame-worthy , for the ill faſhion of 
their Supplications, which entreat in policy, cuſtome, igno- 
rance, or vncertainty, and hold outtheirdefires, as-a paire of 
Scalcs , vp and downe , neuer at peace with God or them- 
ſclues.-:$0 are the ſonnies of men; -deceitfull vpon the bal- 
lance, and decejue themſelves moſt of I; Theſcare as a ſhip 
in a ſtorme, toſſed to and fro. The heart of the fooliſh is like 
a cart -wheele, and his thenghts bike a rolling axle-tree, They 
cannot caſt out their owne euills, becauſe of their vnbeliefe, 
and inthe end their portion is the ſecond death, 

Fourthly, a wicked heart condemncth it ſelfe as a _ 

wiſhing

wiſhing effects of treacherous conſpirators, to.content 0. 
thers,or hinſclfe, as falſe Achitephell, 

Againe, ſome Orators are rightly reproued, in reſpeR of 
' their owne manifeſt vncleatinefle, who are not prepared with 
any waſhings of Santiification , yet aske proudly as if they 
were worthy to abtayne their defire , or that God were be- 
holden to-them forpraying. 

All thele erring in their prayers , receiue no comfort by 
praying ; for indeede,there is great ods in the iſſues of pray- 
ers. The holy Petitions of faithful Chriſtians, are as iwcen/e, 
and the lifting vp their hands, as the eutting Sacrifice, all well- 
come, and well rewarded. 

Thoſe vnholy motions are as an ointment corrapted with 
flyes, the Lord turneth away his face and will not heare, There- 
fore, let all confider the Springs of righteouſneſſe , Fab, 
Knowledge, and Charity, in which our prayers muſt bee tee- 
pets that being thus ſanRified in vis here, we may be glori- 

edin Patria hereafter, 

Further , conſider that it were more cafie forthe conſci- 
ence to reſolue well , if there were no impediments of holy 
reſolution. 

Chriſtian reſolution being hindered with-many euills 
(which cleaue faſt vnto it as . remerato the (hip, or which 
are ſtumbling-blocks to good purpoſes) is ſtayed in his 
courſe, But true reſolution Joh {cr open his heart,and keepe 
it open. It is not a fanraſticall conceit-in a flaſh , as was in 
the Galathianr, nor a flowing violent humour of enuy, and 
peeuiſhneſſe,as was in the Patriarchs which ſold Toſeph,but a 
conſtant progrefle confirmed with the ſtrength of the holy 
Ghoſt, ' 3 Spirit of fortitude , ro over-come exill with good : 
So [oſha ſer and kept open his houſe , 7, and wy houſe , will 
ſerus the Lord. Such a gracious reſolution is implyed vnto 
vs by opening, and in the word is ſignified Ang»ſtia natwra * 
ls,atroubleſome ſtraight of thornes, bryers , ſnares , pit- 
falls, rocks, ſtones of offence, through which the beſt Chri- 
ſtian hath much Aruggling to paſſe. His way is .incloſed as 


the way of the wicked, yet whenthe ſound of feare is in his

eare he goeth on : when affliction and anguiſh make the e- 
uilt man afraid to beginne, or when the iudgement of God 
ſtrikes through the thick part of the rich mans ſhicld, whoſe 
face is coucred with fatnefle, and hath collops in his flanke, 
euon, then the vndaunred ſpirit of Gods ſcruant , paſſeth 
through the Valley of the ” gun of death. Sce then the 
fearefull Rate of vnfaithfull hard-hearted , orſlothfull peo- 
ple, whoſeſinnes keepe the dore ſhut ypon them, that they 
neuer reſolue to beginne to mend. Such mens prayers and 
their entrances of grace, arc viually lockt,yp in worldly de- 
uotion, to Pleaſure, Profit, and Honour, as a miſers gold in 
his hutch. There is gold in the hutch, but jt ſces no hight, as 
the deuotion of fooles neuer commeth forth indeede. 

To the vnfaithfull man God may ftrerch forth bis hand, all 
the day, and yet he not be opened. 

The hard-hearted mans heart is like a ſtone, as hard as the 
nether milſtove, and neuer turneth to good. : 

The flothfull man is heany at the howre of riſmg ; Theſe 
keepe good reſolution, as a Munke keepes his Religion al- 


- wayes within dores, or as a miſer keepeth- his charitie , by 


whichno man fareth the better : yet euery'/good Chriſtian 
maſt be ans open Chriſtian, . appareat gued eſb, his light mult 
ſhine, and his tree beare fruit. -. | 
'Weemuſt bee in faſhion like to aſhip , open 'vpwards to 
ood, ſhut downewards to'cuill : open,to let in the light and 
breath of Gods Spirit , ſhut to keepe out of our ſhips our 
conſciences, all waters of iniquity.and invndationsof finne, 
left they flow ouer our heads, and we he caſt-away in ſhip- 
wrack.

Calm bon oper:bus, gebennam vant: de- 
ſiderizs; wereade of an holy man,who ſaw in a viſion heauen 
full of good wotkes ; Hcll,full of vaine deſires. It hath been 
ſaidof old,that good beginningsare golden pillcrs to Chri- 
ſtian reſolution, either doing good or refiſting euill ; yet our 
olden pillers muſt nor ſtand (till, but remoue a9 gi the Exo.y;. 
piller of fire, inthe middeſt of the workes of darkenefle in 
this wildernefle of finne. 
Holy reſolution encreaſeth in beauty, as the life of a righ- 
reous man is beautified with light, more and more, till i: be Pro.4 18. 
perfett day. 
The life of a Chriſtian, fromthe beginaing of good reſo- 
lution, muſt bein the Church, as the Rivers in Paradiſe, pure 
and ſwift waters : pure, for by f2uh muſt our hearts be purified, 48, 15.9. 
Swift, alwayes running on without the ſtanding puddles of 
negligence, as Daxid: [ will runne the way of thy Commande- Pſal.1t9.31, 
ments, Ttis an old prouerbe, whichproucth truc in all Arts, 
and fo likewiſc in our liues, ns caſtodias parnua,amittes mas 
tera; he which ſaueth nor ſmall ſeedes, ncuer reapeth great 
crop : and if thou doe not centinxe tothe cxd, thoucanſt not be 
/aned. Euery man muſt confider his talents, which God hath 
committed to his vſe, as the good Seruant, which receiuing 
wages, or reward, at his Maſters hand, bethinketh without 
delay, how to imploy it to the beſt aduantage : ſo did the 
wes {" ſcruant,which entred into his Maſter: toy, The cold Matt 5.23. 
of Winter, nor the heate of Summer, neither Aduerſity, nor 
Proſperity, can hinder him, but his good refolution ſhaketh 
off all which prefleth vpon him, and caſteth by all impedi- 
ments, balk Goa ss the ſtrength of his ſaluation.. 
But if reſolution come to a ſore blow , or fainting in his 
courſe , what helpe hath God prouided for him? Surely,

12 Refreſhing of fainting Spirits, 
the word of God:doth heartett *the ſoule of man, as bread 
doth ſtrengthen a mans heart.Man,liueth not by bread only, 
but by eucrie word, &c. and the Comforter retreſheth him 
as water the thirſtic. It is not then to bee inquired in the 
time of ſuch necefſitie, what helpeghe man of finne hath de- 
uiſed ro mocke vs withall , with Exorciſme , Holy water, 
Buls, Crifmes , Inuocation of Saints , Reliques, &c. Bur, 
what helpe God hath appointed by the motions of his ſpi- 
rit, and the power of his Word. 

The Spirit of God is a great Comforter, and a ftrong ad- 
fiſtant ro: man in the time of need , which chaſeth away 
flouds of fin, and ſhurteth vp the deeps of hell in our weak- 
neſle, as the winde which God ſent forth on the Earth, ſhut 
vp the Fonntaines of waters, reſſrained the raine , and cared 
the waters toceaſe, | 

When the Plant or Hearbe beginneth to dye or faint, 
then to hauec a comfortable gale of wind to breathe vpon it, 
and a ſhowre of raine which trickleth with teares, to reuiue 
and refreſh it, how doth this bring flouriſhing to the plant 
againe ? Thus is rhe weake Chriſtian often refreſhed and 
relicued in his debilitie and trembling weakenefle , accor- 
ding to Gods promiſe: [willpowre water vpon the thirftie, and 

fl:nds onthe dry gronnd : 1 will powre my ſpirit on thy ſeed , and 
my bleſſing on thy buds, and they ſhall grow as the willowes by the 
walter, 

The ſecond helpe, is the Word of God, cither read or 
preached. In the entertainment of this word,here are varic- 
ties of appetites to bee confrdered. Some defire all rea- 

ding , No preaching , ſome all preaching, no reading, ſome 
both , that no Corne fall to the ground without profit. Tt 
might peraduenture haue beene warrantable to except ci- 
ther againſt one or the other,if God had not appointed both 
reading and preaching, as m1ght be made cuident by manie 
portions of Gods Word. The Word of God is the Word of 
eternall life, either read or truly expounded, and is not loſt 
either in reading or preaching , n to them which periſh. 
Therefore, are they happily conformed to the good m_—_—

Nie hearers, I2 
of Gods prouiſion, whickdefire both vnwilling to feparate 
theſe meanes, which ivthe Church-God hath ioyned , And 
they read um the Books of the Law aiſtinitly, and gauethe ſence, 
and cauſed them to wonder Fland the reading, 

But more ſpecially, hae I muſt ſpeake torhem nice hea- 
rcrs,which ate often open to Sermons, but when eares wake, 
their hearts ſſeepe. Manie of theſe, howſocuer they profit, 
muſt haue ſuch thinges as delight , ſo they goe to the 
houſe of God, into the Aflemblies of his Saints, as toa 
Play-houſe. Aske ſome of them for the particular Do&tines, 
they can repeat them better then they can vic them. Theſe 
arc like to an Archer, which carried his Bow with him here 
and there, but did not ſhoote with it : to whom it was ſaid, 


Cur tibi tam fruftra geftatur inutilis arcus ? 
That Archers skill is vaine we knoy, 
Who wants a will to vſe his Bow.

Such apply Sermons more to the delight of the eare., like

muſicke, then to the increaſe of deuotion,of whom Ezechiel Exgch 33. 


ſpeaketh, Lord, thow art become to them like 4 ieafting Song of 
one that hath a pleaſant vouce, Thele, albeit they thinke them- 
ſelues no ſmall babes , are compared to children, which 
take more delight in the gilded* out-fide of a Booke, or to 
looke on babies and pictures , more then profitable inſtru- 
&ions of good Sentences. They are as childiſh as children, 
which reſpect the laces of a coat more then the cloth. The 
cloth is more worth to couer nakednefle, and ro keepe 
warmth : but as to them, a coate is as good as no coat with- 
out laces, ſo, to the other a Sermon, as good as no Sermon, 
vvithout inuentions of deletation. Yet the rule to guide 
both the Teacher, and his Auditours, ſhewerh that the yyor- 
thinefſe of Doftrime is to be preferred before all faire gloſ- 
ſes and pompe of vyords. Pompa v:rborum negligenda, rerum 
momenta ponderanda, Diners of our forefathers reprouing the 
fancies of ſuch fantaſtical] Proſclites, ſay they are like to-ſif- 
ters which ſhake the fincſt and beſt meale out, and keepe 
the brand in ftjll, May it pleaſe you to take a view of that

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narration, de 1mbra eAfmi., vwhich, Eraſmus deliuered out 
of Demoſthenes. The Oratour diſcourſing ſeriouſly before 
them of neceſlarie conſiderations for their State, there were 
moſt of them preſent, ſhut vp faſt in fleepe. The Oratour . 
ſuddenly to waken them, ſaid , hge had a prettie Storie for 
them: at which newes, inſtantly, all yyere rovyſed and ſer 
open. He tellerh them of a young man which hyred an Aﬀe 
to carrie ſome commodities from Athens to Magara. Tra- 
uailing on his iournie in the heate of the day,he couched yn- 
derthe Afſe to take the benefit of his ſhadow. The IMmlctonr 
vyhich ſet the Aﬀe to hire, denied him the vic of the Aﬀes 
ſhadow, with theſe words of his ſtrict condition, I ſet to 
you for hire my Aﬀe, butnot his ſhadovy, The young man 
replying that he would keep this vantage by his hireling, the 
difference yvas grovving from ves to blowes : vyhere 
Demoſthenes (all gaping on him) brake off his ſpeech. All 
his Auditours catneſtly intreating him to tell on the Tale 
that they might heare the iſlue , Demoſthenes anſwered 
thus. 

Seeto your ſelues, vyhat wiſe people ye are, Itold you of 
vvholeſome obſeruations, and all that while you vycre ſhut 
yp carelefie of good Dodtrine. Now, I tell you of trifles, as 
much as nothing, the ſhadow of an Aſſe, ye are all open to 
full attention. Thus it is with too manie Chriſtians vainely 
diſpoſed to new matters, not truly reſolued to profitable in- 
RruQtions? But vye muſt all bee opened to wholſeme deitrine, 
to vie it and raiſe profit by it,that yvhen the Lord commeth, 
hee may recciue his owne vvith aduantage : Bleſſed zs the 
Seruant, whom his Maſter when he commeth ſhall find ſo doing, 

Secondly, conſideration in this help is,ſo to be opened to 
the hearing of Gods Word,that we cuer hearken to it with a 
render feeling. Many there be,accoſiting themſclues of valo- 
rous & great minds,too great to be daunted with the breath 
of Gods word or ſound of a Sermon : ſuch heare often, & yet 
arc no whit better,their hard harts are not opened. In this mi- 
ſery of miſerable men which conceiue brauely of themſclues, 
we may diſcerne the cunning ſlight of the deuil,to _ me- 

icincs 
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cines into poyſon,that more men-heaxe,the leſle is their care, 
Thus the marriners, when they haue; eſcaped many fearcfull 
blaſts, care leſſe when more come ; but it is a gricuous con- 
dition of inſenfibility, when a Chriſtian eſteemed no more 
of the word of God, then the Sea-faring man doth of a blaſt 
which is quickly ouer, and there an cad. But this is a trick 
of Sathan,, to lull men afleepe, with thoſe friveert ſongs of 
Syon, which God hath appointed to waken vs;to make our 
edges dull with the _ of God, vvith vvhich vye ſhould 
be ſharpned. Amlta nowit Vulpes que vos neſcitis : the Fox and 
the Deuill come where wee thinke they dare not, and ferch 
preyes, when we ſuppoſe all is ſafe. We reade of filke-worms 
that naturally they. feare Thunder, yet their keepers doe ac- 
quaint them much-with diuers ſounds , ſo that at length no 
thunder doth amaze them.Such is the profit that manyhypo- 
crites gather by hearing the word of God often, that at 
length no word of God makes them tire an inch,, no/Ser- 
mons pierce into their conſciences, Alas,for pitty, that men 
ſhould be weakened with foode, with which they ſhould be 
ftrengthened, or ſhould breake through all fiſhers ners, with 
bare ares ſhould be caught. , Clamcxs, a famous Smith, is 
ſaid ro make armour impenetrable:ſuch a black-Smith is the 
Deuill, a harnefte-maker,, which maketh'a breſt-plate , ſo 
hardened, that no dint of fword,;no word of God can enter. 
This is he that makes the brow of braſſe, aud yron ſinne, which 
no oyle may mollifie. To theſe hard hearts we preach ſtill, 
and caft bread onthe water , but woe. to. them ( for. all their &ccleſcx1.x. 
pride) which are as vyaters no better by the, bread. Let no 
man thinke it is enough to come to heare Sermons, to carry 
Chriſt vp and downe in the eare, and tonguc,and barre him 
out of the heart. It yyas the priuilege of Swneon, to beare 
Chriit in his armes, but that was not his greateſt priuilege; 
ie'yvas a ſpecial fauour to the bleſſed Virgin,to beare Chriſt 
in her bleſſed vyyombe, bur that vyas not her chicfeſt fauour ; 
if they both had not borne Chriſt in their hearts , they had 
both beene vnhappy vabelccuers , vyhich now are bleſſed 
| Saints. To this purpole ſaid S, Augnſtine,Coripiende Chriſtuns

- * uate houſes, vyhich are only for their owne tooth , vyhileſt

and tongues , vvhich'are full of ſound yvithour ſubſtance, 
Laſt of all, in this mockeric of Gods ordinance, let theſe 
light-headed Learers know, vyhat vvrong they doe to God, 
to put a ſcandal ypon the vyord of God), as if it vyere a 
vyord of letters , and not of manners : yea, let them know 
the-yvages of their finne , ithe payment of their fellowes, 
vvhich mocked the Meſſengers of God, vntill the wrath of 
the Lord aroſe againſt his people, and tull there was ns remedie, 

Thirdly, herc is another caution to be-added, for our ac- 
ceptance of the yyord, that it may open-vs to our beſt aduan- 
tage. People reſort to the-Chutch, as Gods almes-houſe,to 
be fed, as & flocks of ſheepe to the greene paſtures, where 

Peter muſt feede his ſheepe, But of all thoſe vyhich are miſe- 
rablefinners , few conſider their owne fackneſle , how they 
neede aphyſicion, more then a nurſe; phyficke, more then 
foode. Thus their reſolution not being vvell enformed,car- 
rycth them head-long all to Sermons, as to a meales meate, 
vyhich ſhould firſt be cleanſed, before they cate, and purged 
before they be fed. By more foode recciued into.a foule dil. 
eaſed body, the body is worſe ,' becauſe the diſeaſe is 
nouriſhed. The diſeaſe turneth vyholſome nutriments into 
vicious humours,or cle taketh them in vaine,vvhich doe no 

ood. If a man goe neuer ſo often to bee fed, and vvill not 
be purged, his diſcaſe is tronger till he dye. Wee miult firſt 
goe for (princklingsypod. our leprofie, that being purged, vyc 
may eate among the congregations. When Paxl-had the 
ſcales caſt from his eyes, vvas baptized, and vyaſhed, be re- 
ceined meate, and was ſtrengthened, No doubt, hee did reade 
much of the vvord of God; but he vvas cuery day more fick, 
till he-vvas cleanſed. This is the manifeſt cauſe,vvby ſo ma- 
ny ary away no amendment , or benefit , from that place, 
becaule it is out of their reſolution , to come hither to bee 
cleanſed: They are only vviſer in their owne conceits,vyhen 
they are pong better. Some heare Sermons in their pri- 


their 
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their old diſeaſes cleaue to their fides, Some vvill poſte to 
two,or three,or foure Sermons on a day, hellwones conciennm, 
vyhich are a diſhonour to Sermons, yvhileſt they themſelnes 
in their conſciences are like great vaſt roomes ynſwept,vvith 
many darke corners, full of ichiſme, cnuy,diſobedience, and 
other vncleannefle. Theſe doe not returne from Sermons,as 
Chriſt commanded the diſeaſed man , vyhen hee was cured, 
Gee thy way , and finne no more ; but, as Pharaoh was har- , ; 
dened after Moſes his Sermons , and would rebell againe ; yun,zz.1x- 
or a5 Palaam,vvhen he had ſpurred his Aſe, for all the An- 
gell he would ſpwrre him againe; or as the drunkard dea- 
leth vvith his yyits, vvhen he hath drunke them away once, 
he vvil drinke them away againe : vyhat thinke you,had-not 
theſe more neede of purging, then feeding ? Our veſſells of 

ood vic in our houſes a, firſt etkes 'and then vicd; 
and thus muſt the veſſells of Gods houſe be hallowed, as all 
veſſells of honour. Euery cuill thought of the heart nuiſt be 
calt out, ( lcanſe your hands, you finners,and purge your hearts, 1, ,q 
you double-minded,Holy things are vyotſe beſtowed on dogs 
then pearles on hogs : Who vveareth a chaine of gold , or 
pearle , ypon foule and ragged clothes, but on cleane and 
comly veſtures ? Who trimmeth an houſe yvith flowres, car. 
pets, hangings, and other ornaments, or ſweetens ityyith 
 r_E the duſt be taken out. Neither ſhould good 
Chriſtians array them in golden ſentences, and holy rules of 
Scripture , before their duſt bee blowne away, Of them 
vyhich thus preſume, yye ſay as of ſome fine Dames, yvhich 
are fine, before they bc cleanly ; or very holy, before they be 
yery honeſt. Harken to [ob, He whoſe bands are pure Jballin- 7h 19.3.9. - 
creaſe imſtrength ; firſt be cleane,and then looke to increa 
in Religion and pietic. What ſaid our moſt pure and bleſ- 
ſed Sauiour? our purifier, teacheth the leſſon, Except 1 waſo to.1 _ 

Jour feet, you ſhall hane ne part in me. Remember [acobs coun- 
ſell to his family, vvhich may bee taken as Gods counſell to 
all his Church : Put away your ſtrange gods, and change your py, .. 11, 
garments, then goe vp to Bethel, But yet, there is 4 generation 
prre in their owne conceit , not yet he — from their filthineſſe.

This 
young man,'it ſeemerh, was faire within, of a good reſolutj- 
on, and faire withoutzof atiy holy conierfation;, and for the 
externall glofſc of the fleſh; he did leaſt care : yet, thus carc- 
full of it he was, that it ſhould riot be'the inſtrument of fone 
to himſelte, or others. Alas, and can I ſpeake without bitter 
teares, of the great ods , betwixt this young man , and the 

utlvof our moſt meta holed "ge » Which hang their 
ofoms full of ſnares, 

and'ners, for fooliſh birds? Are theſe opened to God, or to 
the World ; to Sobriety , or to Wantonneſle, and yaine fa- 


 Hhion? Are theſe clenſed before they come to Bethel, which 


comewith ſormany Idols about them ; their pleyts of haires 
dnd towelts; their gods?\ Yea, their gods : fot in that day in 
brhicti«hey are not trimmed with theſe Idols, nor honoured 
with theſe gods, they will not come ar Berhel, it is a diſho- 
nour to them, to bee ſcene at Church without them. Aske 
themiifirbee 0 99-3 fume to day? yes, as the twelue- 
penny: Vſarer can tel by his cuſtomers, which come vnto him 
to reckon'on the Sabbath , that it is the Sabbath : ſo theſe 
can tell you by their ſate of apparell, and trimmings, that it 
is the Sabbath day. Theſe come to humble themſclues in 
pride, asthe Oppreflor cometh to aske mercy with cruelty.

"(urider: Theſe are rel1gjous perſons , which come to keepe

It is a fooliſh conceit of ſuch people , to thinke they can 
learne principles of Religion, which are ſnch enemies to the 
principles of Religion. Impudence is no-apt Srholcr:for 
ar ag. more then the cruel cormorant canbe though. 
a fit Scholer in the ſchoole of Mercy. Therefore, good hea- 
rers , take heede to your felues , let him which hath an care, 
heare , what the Spirit ſaith ro the Churches. Toar Tents 
muſt firſt be clenſed, leſt the Lord ſee any filthy thing, and turne 
his face from you, No good Chriftth may diftayne and dif- 
grace Bethel, the houſe of God, xs the Papiſts'doe; defloure 
their Churches. They ſhonld be garniſhed with al the beau- 
tie of finceritie, the lightof truch,crue reuerence,obedience, 
innocence, vndefiled Sacraments , 'ahd vn{ported feruice of 
God: (O, Lord , holinifſe berommertrehy buaſe for exer)) 'and 
behold; all the _— and blemiſhed offerings.of tuperſtt 
tion, exorciling bapriſimes , lame communions , monſtrous 
indulgences, dumme Miniſters, deafe Idols ,:blinde merit- 
mongers , Mafles of many formes ; imocations to Saints, 
counterfet retiques, vnholy aſhes; | falr; water; mans inuen- 
tions; which God hath-not required at their hands, are the 
deckings of their Churches.”

Repentance for {inne is too ſeuere aPurgatorie for our 
nice con{ciences , whoſe feete are almoſt too good to touch 
the ground : The Proudling, Idolater, Blaſphemer, Rebell, 
Extortioner, Adulterer, Drunkard, all too wiſe,or too g00d 
ro come nccre this Purgatorie, 

The trim gallants , whoſe apparels are ſptinkled with the 
bloud and cryes of the poore , whole faces they did grinde 
for their cloathes., or which are lock faſt to their wanton- 
nes, by their fantaſticall locks of haire,as Ab/olon was to the 
tree, has abborre this Purgatoric. ; 

Fhe mincing vvomen, whom the Prophet in their varic- 
ties, and changeable mindes,likeneth to the Moone (notin 
their tinckling attyres, care-rings, bonnets, wimples . jr, 

mg-pins , and as our ſacred new tranſlation hath properly 
entitled them ,xtheir noſe Iewels) can they away with this 
Pur ic , to: open theit- heatts: in hearticrepentance to 
for thefe yahnies, that forſake them? No, there are, I 
dare fay, a hundred of theſe, an hundred times-fold, more in. 
loue with that Popiſh Purgatorie,then this Chriſtian Purga- 
torie,/and dare venture a hundred times on that Purgatorie, 
rather then.once ypon this: I fay, on the Popes Purgatoric, 
which is as true a deuice as the Riuer Stix, but not ſo cafe a 
paſſage : for the Gentiles faring better among their gods, 
then the Papiſts haue ſped at Rome, haue reported that (a- 
za would carry ſome ſoules ouer Stix without money : but 
ouer Romes Purgatorie, withoutmoney, can-none.paſſe,by 
the deuice of Rome.. This money-Purgatorie hauing ſtood 
many queſtions, had much oppoſition in the time of Pope 
Clement the ſeuenth:for when the people did ſee,thathe be- 


S#tg concluded, ſhut vp in the Caſtle of Saint Anget, could 
got deliver himfelfe, they thought it-queſjionable, whether 


he 
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he could dcliuer any out of Purgatorie. But in 2 word, here 
is the difference betwixt fained and rrue Purgatorie , theirs 
muſt ſtay for them , till they dye, that of them whom the 
Prieſts haue bought and fold aliue , they may make more 
monie.when they are dead.Our Chriſtian Purgatorie of true 
repentance mult bee palit here, that as Golds firſtpurged, 
and then doth both admit excellent tincture, thus Gods 
Gold, his Ele& people which are the Gold of his Temple, 
muſt here bee purified ; and then are made fit to receiue 
the heauenly tinQure of graces here , and of gans aboue. 


T hus are we made partakers of the inheritance of the Saints in coloſſ,c.2.15,

Tt is required in all faculties, that a man bauc $kill of his 
owne, elſe his worke will bewray his-ignorance. Achilles 
could not play on an Inftrument by the skill of another, and 
therefore fe learned of Chirey to haue:cutining of his own. 
The Lay man cannot read by the $kill of the Cleargic,, no 
more then Demety/m could ſpeake by the learning of Theo. 
phraſftiu , therefore they labour for any of their 0wne. 

cr,Banias might 
haue bcene as exccllent a Poet as Virgil; and Doxrppme as E- 
loquent an Oratour, as Herrentios. In divine Records wee 
find, that Aholiab cannot worke by the arte of Bezalcet,bur 
he muſt haue the Spirir of God himſelfe by diuineaviſdome, 
to find out curious workes,to ſhew his Science in metrals of 
Gold and Siluer. Thus, muſt euerie marvin the Church haue 
faith ofhis owne, according tothe inſtance in our common 
Creed, T beleeye in God. Another mans faith-cannor be thy 
Vicar, to ſerue the cure for thy corſeience , which is com- 
mitted to thy Charge, no more then another mans baptiſme 
will ferue thy turne': thou muſt haue bapriſme and faith of 
thine owne. We cannot borrow perſonall gifts one of ano- 
ther, as wee may borrow monie, which may beetinſtantly 
transferred, from one ro another, Yet, in' theſe diſmal! 
times of Poperie,Sathan hath gor the vpper hand of a great 
ſort of Chriſtians, to perſwade them by the vertue of his ho- 
Jy Sonne the Pope ; that 2man may thrive in Religion by a 


nother mans faith , as if a weakeling could wraſtle by ano- 
ther 
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ther mans ftrength, and blinde men ſee by other menseyes, 
This is the comfortlefſe DoEtrine of Antichriſt ; againſt 
Chriſt : for Chriſt himſelfe doth require particular faith to 
be explicite in expreſſe tearmes , Only beleene , if thou canſt 
beleene, This particular faith, is cueric good Chriſtians ſpe- 
cial take, as was {aid of Abraham : Hee beloened, andibat 
was rickoned to bim for righteonſneſſe : and, as it was faid to 
the Centurion , As thow haſt belcened, ſe beittothee, Yea, 
thus it is ſaid to all, that cuery one of vs all may looke to this 
childes portion of faith : Wpoſoexter beleenetb wr me , fhallnot 
periſs, Eneric finner muſthaue ſight of his owne, to behold 
Chriſt, as cueric 1{raclite bitten, had fight of his owne, to 
looketo the brazen Serpent : It was not enough to any 
man, to call to all the Hoſt, and ſay, Looke you to the bra- 
zen Serpent, that I may bee healed, nor en ,NOW to ap- 
peale tothe faith of the Church for thy {aluation. Theneceeſe 
faric applications of particular faith ,' which wee holde for 
truth, and the Papiſts hold for Herefie, was neuer condem- 
ned for Hereſie, yntill the Councell of Trent ſpawned her 
Vipers brood into the Church ; and made many Herefies of 
Truth , and many Tniths. of Hercfie. No: doubt , an holy 
Councell to barre the heires of Heauen; of | faith, [ngwele- 
titia, {mmen, pax. It is ftrange, that for matters of earth, or of 
arte, we will not truſt to others, but thinke our buſinefle bet 
accompliſhed, when wee effc&t it our ſelues. Yet, our hope 
and refpetto our heauenly inheritance,wee put off to other 
mens faith and grace, as if it were not worth our ovne. Ir 
may teach vs to beware, that in this idle errour of implicitc 
faith, the fooliſh Virgins ſped hardly , which wanting faith 
of their owne, ſlept in that vaine hope to haue the helpe of 
others, Thereforc, let vs not bee deceiued with the counter- 
feit faith, which Hoſixs or any other ſuch falſe brother hath 


 coyned ; wee muſt haue Lampes and Oyle, and light of our 


owne : Oxy owne loynes girt,and our ewne lights burning,God 
is not mocked with ſuch hooded-ſhifts : there is no borrow- 
ing when the Bridegroome paſleth by, there can no Prayers 
then helpe, offered to the Church, to.the wiſe Virgins : O,

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giue vs ſome of your Oyle: thy owne faith muſt bee opened, 
The Godfathers faith doth bring a childe into a ſenfible 
ſhew, inthe viſible Church, when we heare him, make open 
xrofeſſon of his faith ouer the childe,in the childes bchalfe, 
bs his faith cannot ſaue the childe, no more then the childs 
faith can ſaue him, or the cloth of one mans backe keepe an 
other man warme. Whereupon are thoſe words of S1pli- 
cizs, that without queſtion, God will not owne mee, vnleſſe 
I haue faith of mine owne , to owne him. Bur it is the moſt 
beneficiall and comfortable treaſure of gladnefſe to him, 
which hath faith of his owne, as is 1mplyed in thoſe words, 
to the woman with the bloudie iflue : Thy faith bath made 
thee whole, and in thoſe alſo, to the blindman : Thy faith hath 
ſaned thee, 

Yet for all this truth of our Doctrine, I mult needes con- 
feſſe,that the falſe Do&rine of Rome hath brought in much 
aduantage to their Church, if wee may call wickednefle ad- 
uantage. For, indecd this hath beene the Seminarie of all 
Rebellions and Treacheries , hatched ynder their policies 
outof the Cockatrice Egges , to belceue as the Church be- 
leeueth , to obey, as the Church obeyeth, to hate, as the 
Church hateth,to loue, as the Church loueth, that is,to play 
faſt and looſe, with the deceitfull Woman , the Church of 
Rome. Therefore, let vs bee waric, that wee bee not caught 
in this-ſnarc of CMiſpah, the ſnare is Mrpah indeed : for it is 


a coloyring of manie foule and horrid cuils. I, my ſelfe muſt 


be an ARor,faith muſt be my ation, God muſt bee the Ob- 
ie. God hath a depoſitury with me, on which I muſt worke 

1111s holy promile, I haue a depo ſitwmy with God , my Plee 
rophoria, my aflured faith. This faith muſt bee mine owne, 
and continue conſtant to God , neuer to bee transferred to 
the Church in generall, or to any Saint in ſpeciall : So that 1 
may fafely conclude this ſecond word of iniunCtion to my 
faith, with that conchyſion of learned Schoplemen : Dex eft 
primum immediatumper fettum, & ſolum filet obiettum vnicuie 
que credenti. Feare not, beleeuc only in God : and thou ſhalt 
be ſafe.

Alſo of the ſingular vſcs of 
this inſtrument , 4 ſpeaking , eating, drinking, purgin 
with fpirituall applications.Bur I purpole to confine my Fells 
to my Text,and paſle ouer the varieties of readings, and yſes 
for this time. What then,is it ſufficient to praiſe God jnward- 
ly with the hart, vvithout outward confeſſhon of the mouth? 
No, ſecret prayers in thy Chamber,when thou art fill as fill 
of profit and {weete conſolations:but publike and open ſer- 
uice in the great Congregation is ſiyceter and better, where 
in the Communion oft Saints there-is an vnite ſuſcitation of 
dcuotion from euerie one to other : Bonum quo communins, 
eo melins, Eerie thing ſimply good,is better by the increaſe. 
I hope ye doe neg the motiues of that King Prophet, 
to the Church: Lift vp your heads, O ye gater, and beeye ſet Pſal.14.7, 
open, ye enerlaſting doores, and the King of glorie ſhallcome in, 
The laſt vvord'is Selah, the vvord of toy : For when the 
Church doth ſo ſet open her doores, by prayer, by opening 
her mouth , that the Lord doth enter : there is then ioy in 
the houſe, joy with a witneſſe-:. for the King of glorie to all 
his apen truc heatted profeſſots; is 'more the fountaine of 
ioy and peace : then the Sunne is the originall of light. 70.16, 
Daxid did ſpeake of the Temple which ſhould be built with 106.14- 
doores,as entrances for Gods Maieſtie : but cuerie faithfull 
Chriſtian ſoule is a liuing Temple , of more faire building, 
with many doores, made without handes : Faith , Charine, 
Prudence, Juſtice, Humilitie, Temperance,Obedience,Sim- 
plicitie, Sinceritic , faire blefled Portalls for his entrance: 
Whoſe name 15 wonderfull, and his wayes paſt finding out : O how Eſa) 9. 
beautifull are thy g ates, O Termſalem? This portall of Praier Tt 
which ſhould be ſet open,and ſtand open in confeſhons,and 
prayſe of God,in peticions and thankeſgiuing, is thus filled 
with grace, and thereby all the Temple is filled with beau- 
tie and honour,nBut the obie&ion, in our frailtic'is this, I 
am a weake man, ſubiect to paſſions, which in my vnwor-

thinefle can find no hope of preuaile with God. The anſwer 
is, beof good comfort, and bee not diſmayed, For the Loyd 
is withthee, whereſoener than goeſt,” Elias was a man ſubieR 
to the like paſſions as we are, yet hee obtained fauour in his 
deprecations and precations. O what man, which conſidereth 
Gods largeſſe,can be tongue-tyde ? The gifts of nature, of lot, 
of grace, gifts beftowed-on the Church: Militant , Trium- 
phanr': 8 viſible, inuifible gifts}, ſen{;ble , intellectual, 
and paſt our vnderftanding. Some open their mouthes to 
aske :-as wiſhers and woulders, which can gladly prey vpon 
the riches of. the World : Hic ſunt vocales ? ſpeake aloud: 
burwhen they ſhould gine thankes and prayſe to God for his 
goodneſſe:S$unt mwltt lapides, they are mutes, their tongues 
as dead as (tones in their mouthes. Thele are that Pondrus 
mers, & inutilis telim:Vngratefull as hard rockes which yeeld 
go fruit : this is the cage of vncleane Birds , which being 
Ko dycin their fatnefle, and yeeld 
forth no notes of good praiſe. An vnthankful man is:Dolium 
pertu/um : A cleft Fit , All is loſt put in. How ordinarie is 
it with this Wolues brood to mecte at Ordinaries , and to 
blaſpheme the name of the giuer of their meates, when there 
is no Prayer for Gods blefhnpg,nor thankes for their plentie! 
In the meane 'while , theſe hope; that allis well with them, 
not ouce remembring' the Wiſemans warning : When the 
hope of the wnfaithfull ſhall melt away , as the Winters hoare- 
froft, andrun away az profitable water... On the contrarie, 
here are. commended vnto vs the pleaſures of Prayer, in 
ſound thankefulnefſe, Prayer is a rich Oratour ; which ob- 
taineth great rewardes , and by daily purchaſe doth thriue 
faſt: / jorgawe thee all thy debt, becauſe theu prayedſt me. Ti- 
berius was ſaid ſo to loue Muſicke , that in the hearing of 
melodious Inſtruments hee would grant thoſe petitions, 
which no Preſents of great Perſons could procure, and ac- 
cept thoſe Preſents, which at other times hee would ſcorne. 
Thus is the Lordin loue with the reuerend Prayers of in- 
tyre deuotion, which proceed out of the ſweet harmonie of 
religious hearts, Hee yvill grant and accept thoſe =” 
02 an 
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and Sacrifices, to which all the teares, fighes, groanes;, and 
Preſents of Gold in'the World cannot' worke good ſpecd. 
Therefore ſaid Bon+wenture , The Prayer of the fatthfwll, us & 
ſrrzet ſmelting wow-feaſt , or Sacrifice all of welcome preſents, 
We know,that monie of all ftamps was intended, commen- 
ded, and commanded , for facilitie of exchange among all 
Nations of the World, they which haue good monie, neede 
not want anything. Thus 1s Prayer commended ynto vs, as 


ſpirituall monie : Ca// vpon mee tn the day of need, and I will pſy; qo. 


heare thee. Therefore Damid plyes'the Lord with his monie, 
that hee may gaine by the exchange : [ called vnts the Lerd 
with my voyce, and hee heard me out of his holy hill, This gaine | 
anteldards iocund, / ſhall wat yothing , Hee ſhall hawe my 
Prayer, and [ ſballhaue his goodneſſe. This aſſurance our deare 
Sauiour left with his Diſciples, whenthee left with them this 
monie, zealous Prayer : If ye ache-my Father any thing in my 
name, hee will gitie it to you, This was according to the pro- 
miſe made by leremie : Ye ſhall [ceke mee, and find mee when 
Je ſhall ſerrch for me with all your heart, And for our vantages 
made at Gods hand, thankeſgiuings and prayſes offered to 
God, are our Excharift , our daily Sacrifice ; our Canticum 
celefte, of the ſame tune with Aſoſes: The Lord is my ſtrength 
and praiſe, he is my God, and my fathers God , and | mill exalt 
him, Yea, in ſinging theſe ſongs, wee are of the ſame Quire, 
and Conſort, which the holy Angels and all bleſſed ſpirits 
aboue : which fing, Holy, holy, holy , Lord God of Hoaſts, 
Thus the foure and twentie Elders hauing euerie one Harps, 
and golden Viols full of Odours , fell downe before the 
Lambe of Gods plenteous Redemption to all Nations. And 
thus giue me leaue, to paſſe my third word:albeir, yer I may 
not ſhut yp my mauth.

HE pious zeale of true faith is required, that wee be 
& open hearted to God and his Church, I could wiſh all 
my Countrey men and my felfe, like the inhabitants of Pa- 
teitina, ablefſed and open Countrey, without hedges and

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ditches of greedie zeale. Thauc wondred what many yea- 
lous 27 in England would doe, if called to a free-xwilt 
offering for the Church, as the Iſraclites were ealled for the 
Tabcrnacle. When Moſes had ſet vp the Tabernacle accor- 
ding to the. figure , hee did ſecin the mount, and that it 
came to furniſhing, ſanRification-and dedication , and the 
Lord ſo *IRI FE with al,that his gracious acceptance was 
manifeſted by the cloud, and b = fire, in the eyes of all 
the houſes of Iſrael.See how the 9999: of the Princes, heads 
of the houſes of their fathers were ſer.open, The Princes gaue 
twclue Oxen, and fixe couered Wagons, cucrie Prince-an 


. Oxc, and euerie two a Wagon. Shall. I commend the hind- 


moſt ynto you,who was too ſwift for the formoſt of our age? 
His offering ,

Both full of fine flower mingled with oyle, for meate of- 
fering.

What thinke you now ? are not our Princes of families loth 
to buy maintenance of the Word, the {eruice of God, the 
Sacrifice of his prayle, the remiffion of fins, and peace with 
God fo deare? It may bee they are content to yu a little 
Rowre, incenſe, and oyle, vvhich are left, as the {uperfluities 
of the Phariſies in their veſſclls : Siluer and gold they haue 
none,the Lord muſt take ſuch as they haue,which wil ſcarce 
make a lame man whole. Oxcn, Rams, Kids, and Lambs, 
muſt trudge to markets for purchaſes, or to Marchants 
bookes for cloth of gold, filuer, tiffue,& filke,there are none 
left for maintenance of Gods ſeruice, and if the Tabernacle 
cannot ſtand without ſuch coſt, it muſt fall. [Thus are they 
hut vp cloſe,which ſhould be opened wide, If a Church be 
built before it can come to dedication, it ſtands at a ſtay, * 
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if it bee ruinated before it can riſe out of dilapidations , ir 
mult abide all yyeathers; an hundred pound per annzm, will 
giue a mite : and a thouſand pound reucnnue , can make a 

ifr to giue nothing. Why ſo? Alas, there is no realon, but 
lacke of zcale; they can finde twentie vvayes to ſpend mo- 
ney, rather then to build Tabernacles, and haue more zeale 
to cate. vp Tabernacles reuennues giuen by our Anceſtors, 
then to giue more. Commonly, the richeſt, whoſe turne God 
hath ſerued,turne ouer the Church to ſerue their owne turne, 
as if all yyere too much for God, and all too little for them- 
felues. If God may bee yvell ſerued yvith lip-labour, there 
are many that yvil belabour him with wordes, but they loue 
not to ſpare croſle ; croſſing is no bleſſing. Or ifthere bee 
deuotion enough in kneeling and croſſing , then God ſhall 
hade plentic of ſeruice from others, yyhich yet are loth to 
part yvith a croſle of money : none of all theſe are vvide 0- 
pened. What then ? is not lip-labour enough, that it may 
ſerue the turne to open the mouth? No,not euery one which 
ſaith vnto me, Lord, Lord,cs-c.great numbers of words with- Martb.7,2x. 
out zealous faith, is of as —_—_ efficacy , as a rolt of beads, 
The lot of ſuch Orators is blancke , as pray with the lips, Marth.rs,8. 
yvhen the heart is. farre away , and they are vvell compared 
to Lamprics,which are reported to haue bones only in their 
mouth, and none at all in all the body. Thus are hypocrites 
diſpoſed to champ and chew a little deuotion in the mouth, 
yvhich in all the ſoule hane no zeale of Gods houſe. The 
* mouthis of excellent vſe to praiſe God openly ( vvho made 
the mouth for his praiſe) but to be all mouth, and no hearr, 
is faulty, as to haue mouths like Idols, and ſpeake not, The 
mouth in the ſeruice of God is very expedient to helpe a dull 
memorie , as aScholer by one vord remembreth another. 
To inflame deuotion in others , as by one ſparkle great fires 
may be kindled, 

To caſt ſloth and drowſineſle out of prayers,as the words 
of a vvatch-man keepes all the ſentonell waken : yet is the 
heart primarixe magiſter excubiarum, this muſt waken,left all 


fleepe. Holy vyordes vvithout zeale in the heart, are like 
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arrowes ſhot out of a bow before it be bent, which fall 
ſuddenly. . 

When Alexander had conquered the land of Arabia, hce 
ſent a ſhip laden vvith frankincenſe to one of his Princes, 
yvith this charge ; toſerue the gods franckly : by vvhich we 
perceiue thus much, that the Heathens had this impreſſion of 
reaſon, that they vvere likely to ſpeede beſt vyhich did ſerue 
God yyith moſt deuotion. | - 

The daily ſacrifice commanded of the true God , yvas of 
fine lowre, mingled vyith beaten oyle, to teach vs, that 
yyhen prayers are of zealous lips, vvith humble and contrite 
hearts,then the Sacrifice hath a pleaſant and ſweet ſauour to 
God. It hath beene well obſerued, that the Lord did allow 
no fiſh in Sacrifices, not that God made no fiſh, but will bee 
quickly dead out of the water ; God will haue a {ning Sa- 
crifice, a me gift, and a lmely giver, Sing yve merrily yn- 
to God, and ſerue him vvith a cheerefull heart. Our very of- 
fcrings of mercy which we ſhew to our brethten,muſt come 
forth of cheerctull hearts , and our wordes muſt bee as the 
words of Apel/os, ſpoken feruently in the _ Sacra cele. 
ris abſolnenda : prayers of faith auaile much, ifthey bee fer- 
uent. It is morerequired of a ſeruant to ſerue well , thento 


ſcrue long,8 howſocuer the Romiſh Synagogue doth boaſt 


of theirlong ſeruice , many particular Churches, in ſhorter 


time, haue ſerued God better. The malefaor which dyed 
happily with Chriſt ypon the crofſc,did not ſerue God long 
but very deuoutly for the time ; he opened his mouth wide, 
at laſt, Penitent ſary was long before ſhee loued, but ſhee 
loucd much : the as oal ſonne was long before he came to 
himſclfe , but in that ygrarre conuerfion , quantnes feruer: 
Farher, I haue ſinned; he opened his mouth wide. 

But we muſt looke to the compaſle of this zcalc : there is 
inſtus, impruzs , uſt zeale, as the diligent Bee, doth ſer her 
ſtrength againſt theRobbers, to defend the hiue. Such zcale 
had 6 honourable Courticr Nehemiah.to defend the Bee- 
hive , and keepe the numbers of Gods people. The other is 


zi; innidie, a giddy-headed and foolith zeale,ſuch as was 
mn 
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in the Se of the Sadduces,a zeale full of indignation,Such 


as was in the Patriarchs vvhich moued with enuy fold lof:ph 
into Egypt. Such as loue Egypt better then Canaan : Egyp- 
tians better then Iſraclites :Rome better then England : To 
hcare a Maſle ſung, rather then the Goſpell preached. Such 
as are our new-fanglers , which long to hatch their cocka- 
trice.egges, full of enuying, ſtrife, and diuiſions. This zcale 
is the enemie of loue, which doth not ſo boalt it ſelfe, nor is 
ſopuffed vp; this zcale {peaketh euill of thoſe which haue 
loued Sion, and helped to make vp her breaches, but who 
art thou which iudgeſt another man ? Shall the zcale of am- 
bition judge the zeale of religion? zeale of an humoriſt, the 
zcale of a refolued Chriſtian? Who requireth theſe things at 
your hands ? ſuch care and labour, ſuch colling and ioyning 
of hands together, to bee acquainted with pride, ſecition, 
deccit,, Idolatry , that for Balaams wages yee may goc on 
in the gaine-ſaying of Corah, and ſay to Moſes and Aaron 
(as farreas you dare ) yec take-too much vpon you, yeeSons 
of Leni, This is the frenzie of ſeditious zeale, .cucr too 
wide or too narrow, neuer bexe formatns ſecundum ſci- 
entiam, There is much policie in this zcale, as cunning 
men ſuppoſe which often deceiue themſelues,to pretend all 
zeale, when they hauc ſcarce halfe of that which the ſhould 
haue, They ſay totheir proſelyres,as 7h ſaid to jy canes 
Come with me, and I will ſhew thee the zeale Thaue for the 
Lord.He had good zeale to kill all Ababs linage ; but when 
hee ſhould keepe. the Lords ſeruice in puritie from Idols, 
then his zeale was too narrow , it would not reach. Many 
there be much worſe then Jeh# ( who had ſome good zeale) 
where they like very z:alous, albeit God doe not require it, 
where they like not no zealc,albeit God commands it.They 
are more zealous to kill their brethren , then Agag and his 
fartlings. It is with them as with, Sa#/, where his profit 
lies,there reſts his mercy.: Agag and the far beaſts, the Pope 
and the Teſuites are ſpared.. Indecdethe Pope is Agag, both 
in the originall and our mothers tongue. In the originall, 


athing cloſed and kept in ſecret, as inthe Pope all the ſe- 
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| crets of the myſtery of iniquitie are cloſed. Andin our Eng- 


' Halfe Chriſtians, 


liſh language,the Pope is A-Gag,ſuch a gag in the mouthes 
of thoſe which loue their Idol Agag, that though they haue 
preſumed to ſpeake aloud againſt many true Prophets, yet 
againſtthe Pope and his fattlings, Cardinals, and Icſuites, 
they haue had little or nothing toſay. Aske theſe amphibia 
what names they would haue , whatare you Papiſts? no, 
that is malitious ſlander to ſay,ſo:what, arc you Proteſtants? 
no,thatis a greatſlaunder. Ye fay your ſclues, that Prote- 
ſtants are divided into Caluiniſts and Lutherans, and yee 
ſcorne to be of either of theſe two rankes : what then,cither 

ou can not tell, or you dare not tell what your title ſhould 
be. In the interim, albeit yee bce ſeuere aduerſarics to the 
Presbyterians,we may iuſtly call you, as you would be,New 
reformers. Mee thinkes Iſfeeyoulike Engliſh Taylors, cuc- 
ry man with a paire of ſheares in his hand, that hee might 
cut (if he might be ſuffered)  eucrice day a new faſhion in 
our Church. Alacke for pittie : for the ſpawne. of theſe 
fpawners;what ſhoales of middle Chriſtians haue they lipt 
into our waters which haue alreadic ſomed out their owne 
ſhame? Halfe Chriſtians, Diabolares, halfe-penny Chriſti- 
ans, or ſcarce worth an halfe-penny;hardly can any man tell 
what image or ſuperſcription they RN Halfe fiſh, balfe 
fleſh, halte God, halfe B.za/, halfe King, halfe Pope;Church 
Papiſts,halfe-God,halfe Mammon ; all which loue religion, 
as the counterfait mother loued the child which ſhee would 
haue diuided, halfe would ſerue her turne. Their Delphicus 
gladins is dimidinm plus toto , halfe is better then the whole, 
and hee wants wit who cannot ſerue two maſters. Neither 
are theſe mens opinions onely thus vnſettled , as clouds car- 
ried vp and downe vvith cuery pufte of vvinde : but their 
affections Igiue them no reſt night nor day. They arc turned 
as doores on the hindges, and hang at halfe chare, halfe 0- 
pen, halfe ſhut. Some are reſolued againſt drunkenneſle : but 
not againſt ſwearing , againſt ſwearing, not againſt lying, 
not againſt profaning the Sabboth , againſt fornication, 
wot again{t ſtrife , againſt idlenefle , not againſt rebellion, 

| againſt 


1/$1mulations colours, 
againſt ſtealing either Oxe or Aſle : bur their fingers itch at 
facriledge. Theſe would bluſh art pertilacitie , but to lay 
their hookes into Gods portion, is for the maintenance of 
their worſhip, that they may bcare the golden wedge in 
their bagges, and the Babyloniſh garment on their backes, 
they hold it no vvrong to breake into the houſe of G OD. 
Bur, ſome will obic& ynto mee that to point at the fault in 
halfe profeſſors is loſt labour, ſithence ſome of our plenarie 
and zealous profcſſours , are ſo hoat at the ſtomacke , that 
they can digeſt all the thicke parings of benefices, when 
there is ſcarce halfe left for comperencie, vnto their elected 
Deuotiſts , vvhich muſt at the leaſt bee preachers. Miſtake 
not my vyordes, for I purpoſe not to maligne ſincere profeſ- 
ſours of the truth , whoſe vpright and charitable hands, 
vvith their amiable and approued countenances to the Cler- 
gie, are yvitneſles to the truth of their profeſſion. But I la- 
ment for thoſe our hoate parfimoniſts, 9ui lacent ſubrilitate 
& franguntar vanitate, whoſe praiers flame,and their chari- 
tic freezeth, whoſe opexpraiers are like great armies, many 
long rankes,their workes like the =_ of dead mens ſculls, 
none aliue, Theſe would perſwade vs their doorcs be open, 
when vve ſee them ſhurt : and they wil not bluſhto fing Da- 
aids Canticle within the Church : O my ſonle praiſe thou the 
Lord, and all that is within me praiſe his holy name , when they 
ſaue all things without the Church to ſerue themſelues. 
Looke vpon their words,in them any man may ſee them ful- 
ly reſolued as [acob was, Thou ſhalt be my God, and I will 
be thy ſeruant. Looke vpon their deedes, you then may ſec 
ſuch oddes, as ifthey had concluded the contraric , Thou 
ſhalt be my ſeruant, and I will be thy God : for not thy will, 
but my will muſt be done. Such are aflaunder to holy zeale 
vyhich doe not follow the Lamb, they looke one way, and 
goe another, as the Crab ſwimmes , and in one experiment 
let them know the diſcrepancie , betwixt Chriſt and ſuch 
Chriſtians, his zeale and theirs. His : The zeale of thy 
houſe hath eaten mee wp : theirs, My zeale hath eaten vp thy 
houſe. Thus is the zeale of the houſe deuoured , by the 
F houſe 
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houſe of zeale , true zeale like a dying Lampe for want of 
Oyle, falſe zeale all in the ſtrength of his flame, Truc zcale 
is noW accounted'of with an hundred thouſand, as a faſhion 

out'of faſhion.True zealc is, Ferncr anim adwitionem culpe, 

& denotionem grate plensi: an carneſt defire of the ſoule to 

fuppreſle ſine, and extoll vertue : Yea, »#llwm Deo tale [a- 
lim gab zelus animarum: And yert,for all Gods liking, 

this hath much adoe,to be accounted a good faſhion, 

After I had becne more then twelue yeeres, as I (by the 
grace of God) am ſtill a poore Countrie Preacher , one of 
my Sermons ended, I was aduiſed in great kindnefle (by a 
great Perſon halte Popiſh) to anew fathion of preaching, 
Shee as it ſeemed, louing no Sermons, but ſuch which might 
humour her ſelfe, inſtructed mee with two louing cauears. 
The firſt was,not to cite Scriptures, for all that labour was 
ſuperfluous:becauſe cuery one knew the Scriptures ſuffcient- 
ly. The ether was, not to ſtraine my voice with zealous la- 
bour :forif I did ſo,I ſhould haue the nick-name of a wide- 
mouthed fellow. At theſe inſtructions, thinking more then 
I ſpake, I beheld her well, and though her councell was like 
the dreſſing of her head, both of the new faſhion;I called to- 
remembrance, the moſt holy and wiſe Do&tour that euer 
preached: The Shepheard and Biſpep of onr ſoules: Hee him- 
{clfe cited the Scriptures, and cxhorted them, which deſired 
to wake ſure worke to know him : To ſearch Scr:prures, The 
fame Preacher : To whom wee take heed, as vnto a light which 
ſhineth in our darke places, with great zeale vttered his me(- 
ſage, in bis Sermons with crying, in his Prayers with /wea- 
ting water and blond, Inthe dayes of his fleſh, with ſtrong 
crying and teares, in his Paſſion vpon the crofle, with cla- 
mour and ychement out-cry. Let his Sermons call for zca- 
lous Sermons : Who #s the Liſt and great Day of the feaſt ſtood 
7p, and cryed\ſaying, If any man thrift,cc.Who preaching to 
leruſalem, ſhed teares as a Mother,whoſe heart doth breake 
ouer her Children, in tender compaſſion for their dangers. 
In a word, I remember the olde faſhion, was, Clama ne ceſſes, 
Cry and ceaſe not,the new faſhion is,( eſa,ne clames,Peace & 


bee 
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bee quiet:God grant me grace,to preach in the old faſhion. 
But ah, Lord God, What bane I ſpoken, who cannot fpeake, 
and am but a childe? what hane 1 to doe with zeale, to open 
month ſo wideor to exhort others by the motion of this holy Pro« 
phet to open their mouthes wide? might better hold my toung, 
Dixiſſe me peniteat tacuiſſe nunquam. There 15 diſcretion and 
modeſtie in filence : Nocet efſe logwntum, All this is true, but 
not alwayes, Incauta loquntis in errorem pertrabit, + indi. 
cretum ſilentium eos qui erudirs potuerunt , inerrorereliquit, 
There is filence, without wiſdome or good manners, as the 
filence of the Watchmen of /er#/alew : which did not ſound 
the Trumpet to giue warning, Seers which would not ſee, or 
cryers which would not ſpeake, whom the Prophet Eſaiah 
Calleth blinde Watchmen, and aumbe Dogges, louing to {lum- 
ber,and neuer opening their mouth wide enough. Therefore 
modeſt filence, and moderate ſpeech are bo children of 
wiſedome : Loqui & tacere nonit ſapiens, qui neſcitgwon eſt ſa- 
piens, There is great diſcretion required , to'obſerue occaſi- 
ons, and opportunities of ſpeech and filence : Prudentia ef 
vtrinſque Doltrix, Moderatrix, Ordmatrix: that wee neither 
exceed nor want mea(ure, 
A good man is compared{to a Ship, ballanced euen with 
wiſe zeale, to ſpeake good things well , or to refraine from 
ſpeaking, where filence may be better. 
I will now ceaſe for a while, to ſpeake to my gracious 
Auditours, I will fing to gracelefle 
Blaſphemers. 
Drunkards. 

Open not thy mouth ſo wide. <Flatterers. 
Slanderers. 
Couetous perſons. 

O Sion , haſt thou any ſuch men ? What, Blaſphemers ? 
Yea, as common as Flyes : Men ſcorched with great heat, 
which blaſphemed the name of God, ( who hath power oner all 
plagues ) andrepented not to gine him plorie: What, Londen 
ſtreet? yea, what ſtreet at all, is not burned with this heate? 
Manie lamentable fires wee complaine of, in theſe latter 
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times : but this is the fire , for which Gods owne Spirit is 
icucd , and no man can tell , whether this hel-fire (which 
fſetteth on fire the courſe of nature ) bee the cauſe of the other 
lamentable burnings orno. This is a fearefull confuſion of 
tongues, where the CharaQters of Hell are rife,for the Lan- 
guage of Heaucn :and-men ſveare more, then pray, Here 
the mouth is open, as the pit, aut of which came /mcke, and 
ont of the pas came Loecyſts : which , with their ( cxam- 
ples) ſtings haue ſtricken a Million of young men : «As 4 
Scorpion ſtrikzth a man, Wounderfull ſore payment muſt 
fall on theſe Monſters, whoſe God is Abaddon , or Apolicn: 
they being feruent in their finne, their fire ſhall bee rewar- 
ded with ynquenchable fire, Sec the figure: The Lord rained 
hayle and fire, fire in hayle is not quenched, hayle in fire 
is not conſumed, Nature is reſtrained , to ſhew that rather 
then ſuch Egyptian blaſphemie ſhall be vnpuniſhed, ſuch in- 
folent and ſtubborne fin as no word of God can per{wade : 
Iudgement ſhall come which ſeemcth incredible:ire to paſſe 
out with furic , in the middeſt of water, and water to rage 
in the middeſt of fire, Let mce fing the Song of the Lambe: 
Great and maruailous are thy workes: Lord, God eA Imightie, 
inſt and true are thy wayes , thon King of Saints, Like pay- 
ments maythey iuſtly looke for, which open their mouthes 
continually to ſurfeiting and drunkennefle , as if the Lord 
ordained the mouth to no other end, Theſe common Cor- 
morants goe daily to Tauernes and Tipling-houſes, which 
come ſcarce weekely to Church : 0, open not thy month ſo 
wide, 

Drunkenneſle is Sathans bit, in the mouth of a foole: 
with which, hee can turne him to any finne, as the Horſe is 
turned to any ſtop or pace. Thus, he turnes about the whole 
bodie, Eyes, Eares, Tongue, Heart to luſt, Hands to picking 
and ſtealing , Wit to quarrell , Strength to murder , Feete 
which can [4 ſtand, are ſwift to ſhed bloud. Fhis finne js 
like That red Horſe in the Apocalips,and there was power ginen 
to him that ſate thereon, to take peace from the Earth, and that 
they fhonld kill one another as Drunkaras doe, ; 
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1 dare not preſume to reckon our vaine Tobaconiſis a. 
mong theſe drunkards, yet I would craue fauour to ſay, Fic 
ypon baſe Tobacco, which is now euery Toſpots bayte, as 
commotgas drunkennefle jn cuery Ale- houſe, The ſober vſe 
of that heatbe or weede I doe not vnſobetrly reprocue, which 
hath medicine in it for the takers aduantage, toremooue,leſ- 
ſen, aſſwage, or take away ſome grieuances to nature, But 
the baſe ſeruice to Tobacco, wherein twentie thouſand ſpend 
an hundred times more time and coſt, then in the ſeruices of 
God, of King,or Country. Theſc burne Incenſe to drunken- 
neſſe, as torhe Queene of Heayen,andfor yaine ſmoke helpe 
ro fill the Land full of poverty, Yet as Dutchmen haye argu« 
ments to maintaine common quafhings, ſo Engliſhmen ſpend 
their witsto defend the exccle of ryot againſtal them, which 
runne not with them,1.Pet.4.4. They ſay, it preuents Melan- 
choly, raſh ſpeeches and quarrels , and fo it doth, as fire pre= 
-uents burning, poyſon fickneſle, and Idols Idolatrie, 

Whcn all is done, vanitie is amplified , Drunkards multi- 
plied, ſwearing countenanced, fantaſticall humours augmens= 
ted, the Common- wealth wafted, Sobrietie derided, and no 
wickedneſle abated, I conclude, Beware then of all kind of 
ſuperfluitie:Vihil tam neceſſarium, quam cognoſcere, & facere 
gnid ſit neceſſarium, This is comely in the aght of Gad, and 
all our Congregations. 

It is written of the experienced Souldier, who being a- 
bout to winne ny Fort, Caftle, Hold, hee will firſt take the 
Port or water-gate , where ihe Caſtle ſtands. Thus Sathan, 
an expert Warriour,who hath tryed his cunning in all Coun- 
tries, and hath made ſome aſſaults in euerie Towne, houſe, 
perſon; of eerie Countrie:firlt, labours to have this ſinne at 
commandement, by which eucn from the young Stripling he 
may command all ſortsto the olde man, Drunkennefle is the 
water-gate Which lets in all the Legions of Devils into 
Townes and Cities, there ſtand the Cafiles of all Antichriſti- 
an impietic, and there wee may beholde the Caſtle of great 
Antichriſt with all his myterie of iniquitie. Therefore are all 
his Souldiers ſaid to bee drunken, with the cup of the Whore 
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of Babylon, With the wine of her fornication, which ſitreth Vp=- 
on many waters, If a man be drunken, then followe quar- 
relling, murther, adulterie, robberie. Thus with the popiſh 
drunkard, Idolatry, equiuocation, lying, violence, treaſon, 
areas a ſwarme of Hornets all at hand. Yea, thus finnes, 
ſexes, herelies, in cuery corner of the Church and Common- 
wealth, as the Lion, Beare, Serpent : either openly, as the 
Lion, or ſecretly, as the Serpent ; hee vvhich eſcapeth one, 
ſcapeth hardly if hee bee not bitten of the other, for the 0- 
ther vvill catch and hold, ſee long, that at the length hee e- 
ſcapeth none : I would not fay a yvord more of this vice in 
playes of vyickedneſſe ( a vice yvhich is Maſter of miſtule in 
all thoſe playes ) had I not read of a dog vvhich did lead a 
blind man : the dog ſeeing a bone vpon a dung-hill , egerd 
at it, and for his appetite did lead the blind man ouer the 
{hooes in that loathſome ſiege. 

This dog is many a blinde mans guide, greedie defire of 
more then inough : yea,of that vvhich is vncleane,or can be 
reached by none other but vncleane and foule meanes, 
Thus the foole falles vpon the dunghill, and thus the knaue 
fals vpon the foole. Yea, thus is mans bodie and ſoule miſ- 
led into much irkeſomeneſle and perill , his finnes being as 
the Hawkes hood on his eyes:So blinded, that he perceiueth 
not the right vyay, neither can he tell when hee is in or out, 
more then an ignorant Rome-Catholike, vyhich knoweth 
no vyay but ouer the Church-yard ſtile ro the Church , and 
belceueth as the Church beleeuerth. This blinde man in this 
beliefe muſt follow his dog his Icluite , or his Prieſt where- 
ſocuer he goeth , though he lead him ouer the ſhooes into 
treaſon,and ouer the eares to the gallowes. Therefore, with 
compaſſionate teares , I would intreate theſe paſſionates to 
harken to the Wiſe-man, Goe not after thy luſts but refraine 
thy ſclfe from thy appetites, The Teſuites and Teſuitical ſpirits 
ſay, This Wiſe-man vyas not faued, vyhich vyas the vviſeſt 
of men next to Wiſedome himſclfe : bur I verily beleeue, 
this Wiſc-man ſhall reioyce, vvhen r00000. of Icſuites and 
their Schollers ſhall mourne in priſon, vyhere is vtter dark- 
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nefſe and gnaſhing of teeth : Hee ſaid, all thoſe tricks were 
yanitie, vyhich Ieſuites in practifing w are diuinitie, 

Now, let mee ſpeake alittle to thoſe other actors in our 
yvofull Tragedics , vvhich doe,as the drunkard, open their 
mouthes too much to the hurt of other, /cilicet the flatterers 
and{launderers alwaies practiſing to ſhake other mens hou- 
fes that they may totter and fall. Our of the abundance of 
the heart the mouth ſpeaketh , and their mouthes bewray 
their hearts , that they are both murtherers. It hath beene 
obſcrued of birds, beaſts,and fiſhes, that ſo much more hurt- 
full they are, as their mouthcs are yvider then others, ſuch 
rauenous creatures are flatterers and {launderers, who haue 
yvide mouthes to the hurt of others. They thinke themſclues 
wiſe in their vyords, but the Wiſe-man putteth them on'the 
fooles file. 7 he month of a foole powreth out fooliſhneſſe. Yet, 
though we muſt grant ſuch vviſe-men to be fooles, yve con- 
feſſe vvithall, that they are craftie fooles, their mouthes are 
their fiſh-nerts.I haue heard of two fiſhes with ſtrange qua- 
lities : the one in the freſh water doth gather ſaltneſſe into 
his mouth, the other in the Sea, doth ſweeten the ſalt vvater 
which he letteth into his Tawes. I ſhall tell you that which 
is more ſtrange, theſe two fiſhes liue vpon the land, but if I 
ecll you they beflattercrs and flaunderers, you will ſay they 
are no ſtrangers. Woe bee to theſe fiſhers, and their Elhes 
Woe be to them vyhich call good euil,and euill good.One, 


called good euill, and turnes vertues into vices, the other . 


calleth cuill good, and maketh pleaſant freſh waters, of yn- 
pleaſant and vnſauorie finnes. The flatterer he faith to his di- 
{ciples,that his words, Albeit there be in them the ſauour of 
death vnto death, yet they are the vvordes of eternall life. 
The flaunderer hee faith , His neighbour hath no truth, 
the Proteſtants haue not the Scriptures, their vyords are all 
lyes. Theſe fiſhers are both dangerous,yet becauſe the ſlan- 
derers hote ſcalding vvaters are eafily perceiued to bee 
more full of poyſon, then of medicine, -I will buttouch the 
fatterer ſwimming in our ftreames, and vvith as much good 


take heede, as I can flye them both. Ir js written. of one of 
thoſe: 
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thoſe two fiſhes called Faftiems that the ſalt vyaters do ſwee- 
ten in his mouth, for yyhich ſweetnes plentie of fiſhes come 
to him, and thinking to ſucke ſweet water-ſprings at his 
mouth, are all taken and killed. Such a fiſher is the Ieſuite, 
all hatred, malice, couetouſneſſe, craft, lying, deceit, mur- 
ther (againſt Proteſtants ) doe ſweeten in his mouth, ha- 
tred : for it is lawfull for a child to hate his father, ſeruanr 
his Liege Lord : couctouſneſle , for it is lawfull for themto 
wrelt Proteſtants goods into their hands by any meanes,be- 
cauſe they haue decreed all Proteſtants to bee Heretikes. A 
Ieſuite yvill warrant you that murther is wholeſome, as hee 
can warrant any man rather to keepc company vvith an vn=- 
lawfull Concubine, then alawfull ſpowſe, that ſmall errour 
is but acaſt of his office. All theſe impieties, and all which 
come out of their corrupt hearts, doe not taſte from a Ieſuits 
mouth like waters of bitterneſle , for they are very vvhole- 
ſome and of great aduantage, Propter bonum ſpiritwale , for 
their Catholike cauſe : bur their throats are open ſepulchers; 
and here great numbers periſh. Therefore to theſe I ay,O- 
pen not your mouthes ſo wide. 

Now comeT to the laſt yyhich is worſt of all, that one 
ſinne vvhich is Idolatry, prophanenefle, diſobedience, and 
all, I have here an hard taske to plead the cauſe of an in- 
nocent, in prayſing that moſt, which is moſt in faſhion, 
What innocent ? alacke, it is a filly weake babe among all 
the mothers brats,the dilling of all the brood loaden with al 
the fins of the world ; tis couetouſneſſe I meane, do you not 
thinke ir is an innocent? 

Hiſtorians fay,this child was not borne in the firlt age: 
but when arri ſacra famer had warmed and ſtrengthened 
the mothers Romacke, then came forth auarice out of the 
panch of finne, oucrgrew all his kindred , and ſpred him- 
ſelfe like a Pope ouer all dominions. When his mother A- 
theiſme fir{t dandled this gracelefle vpſtart vpon her knees, 
ſhedid fing this lullaby, My haimeleſſe darling, delight thy 
ſelfe in craft, rife, and oppreſſion , not caring who fare 
ill, ſo thou fare well. But woe js mec for the curſe which is 
gone 
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gone forth againſt this proud Zycifer, whoſe hunger is al- 

waies vnſatiable as the graue, and vyhoſe crueltic hath euer 

made ypon Fathers , Mothers , and Children, blue wounds 

incurable. How carefully hath this brauc fin made hauock of 

aged Widdowes and Fatherlefle ! and therefore they muſt 

needes be thought hard-hearted, which will not wifh all this 

ſtocke to periſh,and all the race to be fauoured as the brood 

of Babylon ; to haue their heads daſht againſt the ſtones : Pſale137.96 

whileſtthey are young, to make them quiet. But, why did I | 

call this wretched Caitiue an Innocent? or why not?becauſe 

no wickednefle is wickedneſle; the Pharifie will not be like r,4.cg.rr, 

the Pablican, the Traytour at Barre will plead vnguiltie,and 

all will excuſe themſelucs as innocents. Therefore I will 

wiſh cauctouſneſſe of the World , no greater deſftrutions 

then he hath beforc him,alwaies longing for his owne bane: 

for that which will choke him as Af:das , or ſtrangle him as 

Indas, or ſtone him as Achar, or make his heart heauie like 

a tone, as Nabals, or ſeduce him as Balaams, or ſhame him 

as Giezyes, or after all purſue him to hell, as Dewes. For this 

cauſe doe I weep, when he laugheth , and lament when hee 

ſhould howle, For the miſeries which ſoall come unto hins. lam.y.t. 
Alas, for pittie to a thouſand which in this finne are too 

open-mouthed, as if they could ſwallow all they ſee, and 

could vviſh themſelues the graues of all their Neighbours 

goods and Lands : Manie poore men complaine of one rich 

man, as one complained of manic : They gaped on mee with 

their mouthes : for Oppreſſion,and Extortion, are the Tygers 

and Wolues of our Age, vvhich as Hell-mouth, are alwaies 

open : vvith theſe, Chriſt ſea is of ſmall value, themſclues 

being of greater in their Counting-houſes.Such a Chriſtian 

was Iudas,vvho neuer yvas good Chriſtian : becauſe, in his 

cies, his Maſter vyas lictle, and himſelfe great, and little ca- 

red hee, to make a little more of his Maſter , to make him- 

ſelfe greater. But eAarm Tholoſſanwm , his thirtic m_ 

gaine was his poyſon, and burſt his belly. In this meditati- 

on, vvee ſee the difference of labours for things neceſlaric 


and ynneceſſaric, for matters of carth, they ventcr skinne for 
G skinne, 
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skinne, vyhen' they haue alreadie prouifion , more then e- 


_ nough, for Wife and Children : yet, Recauſe they will not 


know vyhat is enough, they muſt haue more, to make more 
vyorke for {inne. Surely,in goods ill got, andleft to vvicked 
Succeflors , commonly finnes finde more yvorke, Pride, or 
Ryot,or Oppreſſion, or Strife : 2{a/orum opes,, malorum irri. 
tamenta : cither in themſclues or others, according to the 
Proucrbe, Plentie makes Pride. Theſe argue for themiclues, 
that they doe nothing, but that yvhich is necefſarie for their 
Families, for vyhich they arc bound to prouice. Their ar- 
gument holds like the ſhift of prophane people , vvyhich 
make ts themſelues, for breaking of the Sabboth, necefſities 
vyhich God hath not made. Thofe journics are tolcrable 
on the Sabboth , where God maketh neceſſitic : which ate 
intolerable, when man for his honour, caſe,pleaſure, profit, 
doth coyne a neceffitie. Thus, manie a hundred ouet-crucll 
to be accounted charitable Chriſtians, inuent neceſlities for 
raifing their Houſes, and augmenting Renennues, to grind 
the faces of the poore, Let theſe bee mooued for necefſaric 
{upplyes tothe Church, Towne, Poore, and common proui- 
fons for the Kings ſeruice, then there is no ſuch neceſſitic. 
O, miſerable diſeaſed Nabal, more diſeaſed then the lame 
man, which did lye at the Poole Pethe/da : Hee,after eight 
and thirtie yecres torment with his diſeaſe , defired to = 
healed, but Nabal after fiftie or fixtie yeeres torment , in 
vyhich he hath tormented others, hath no defire ro come to 
Betheſaa to bee healed, The queſtion of our 'Saujour may 
ſeeme needlefle, Wouldeft thow be made whele ? No, Sir, my 
fickneſle is the pleaſure of my life,it is no diſeaſe at all.Shall 
T lament, yet a little more, vvhat an affliction of minde ir is, 
to tender conſciences, to ſce in a Chriſtian State, that they 
which by oppreſhon, and inſatiable gaines haue made ma- 
nie poore, vvill not feed any poore. Remember that Cen- 

cilimm Turenenſe, vnder Inftiman the good Law-maker, 
Unaqueque cinitas pariperes ff egenss incolas aliment is cone 
gruentibus paſcat ,quo fiat vt panperes per alienas cinita- 

tes non fatigentwr, 

Wee 
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Wee haue the Law, that none ſhould begge : but-cruell 
euerfions of whole Families , and fearefull depopulations 
without care of /oſephs affliction, hath ſo bruiſed it, that it 
cannot ſtand, except it bee ſtrengthened in the joynts, and 
lengthenedin wind. 

It may bee ſaid to me,What baſe popular ſpirit doſt thou 
fatter wilfull beggers, which might liue by labour and will 
not?No,1 ſpeak for the filly out-cafts of [/rael, which would 
live by thcir ſweat and labour,and cannot;or for the blinde, 
lame, aged, theſe ſhould bee charitably releeued : the other 
wiſely conttrained to liue. I could wiſh with all my heart, 
that in E»g/and,that Amaſiais Cenſus were eſtabliſhed, which 
Law, or one verie like to it, made Rowe to flouriſh, that it 
was then called Roma in fl:re, The Law was this, that cue- 
ric one ſhould apply himſclfe ro ſome approbable faſhion of 
life, either to contemplatiue or aCtiue, by which hee and the 
Common-wealth might fare better , and that hee ſhould 
beare about him whereſocucr hee went, ſome Cognizance 
of his profeſſion. Ir is reported , that this Law did fo exile 
idleneſle, that there were no ſuch Caterpillers'in hedges, 
high-wayes, in twi-li pits, in ſtreers, in Play-houſes,as now 
feed vpon the ſweat of others. Yea, that when a Gentleman 
ſought for a Meſſenger to carrie him a Letter for the ſpace 
of two or three miles, he could not find one ſtanding idle in 
the Market place. Thus all our lazic routs being applyed to 
profitable induſtries,our bleſſed Nation (by Gods bleſſing) 
flowing with abundance of increaſe , might bee Britanta in 

flore: the beautic and glorie of all Tlands. But how ſhall this 

come to paſle, when euecrie wealthie mans care is to contract 
his houſhold, and careth not to imploy any Seruant to any 
ſeruice? So manie which clip the Labourers hire, and ſtretch 
out his rent, or turne him out, and ſend him packing for 
want of worke, to begge. A good rich man is reſembled 
vnto vs, by ef ſculapins , who ini a golden beard, had 
written ynder it : Who ſo « bald, let him take haires from 
hence, to couer his nakedneſſe. 

A wicked rich man is quite of another diſpoſition , com- 
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uy to a Barber, which doth make twentic men bald, be- 


re he couer the nakedneffe of one. 

If a man ſhould aske his-Ne1ghbour , what is now the 
great buſinefle of this World? might not this be his anſwer? 
Tomake mennaked. 1s it not the taſhion of too manie, too 
rich men, to pull the hairie ſcalpe of the poore, ſo long till 
there is no haire left,as if the ſcalpe were the Tenants,and all 
the haire the Landlords? Yea, in our daics vyhat vnnatural & 
ynchriſtian Suits are commenced for Commons, by the name 
of Waſtsfornew-cuts out of other mens clothes?that the far 
rich man may rake his fat out of the guts of poore painfull 
and carefull labourers, which helpe to maintaine our Chur- 
ches, Corporations, Towne-ſhips, and Common-wealth, 

When a yoting firipling hath puld the feathers of elder 
Birds, to make himſelfe wings, and to fatten himſelfe, ſent 
leaneneſle into the verie ſoules of poore Chriſtians, whar 
then becomes of all?Surely then the backe an the belly de- 
uoures all, which two are the Bloud-ſuckers and Waſters of 
our faire & fertile great Britamie,For clothes to the back,and 
dainties to the belly, the riches of England take their wings 
and flic into all other Nations , to feather their neſts , and 
pull downe our owne. This is all the profit we reape by co- 
uctouſnefſe, which is cruell to his Neighbour in rifling his 
purſe, that the monie may be ſent abroad to the diſabling of 
our whole Countrie , and the inabling of our Enemie. Burt, 
to conclude all tedious complaints , and grieuances , I did 
craue fauour to deliuer at the Crofle, three inſtances out of 
my grieued knowledge, of a Patrone, Land-lord, _ 
bour, which not being worth ſo much coſt, I hane omited. 

The Patrone in theſe dayes will giue a Scholler the Cure, 
and keepe the Benefice to himſelfe , his conſcience is care- 
full that the Incombent fhall feede the Pariſhioners, and the 
Pariſh ſhall feede the Patron. 

The vomercifull Land-Lord doth reſolve, that his houſe 
built in bloud ſhall Rand, and the neſt of the Eagle ſhall 
continue which brought fire into her neſt to warme th 

The contagious neighbour dywelleth in the _—__ as 
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Haſherſheol, a Woolfe-houſe , and doth make no more 
bones of a thouſand Chriſtians , to leaue their habitations 
deſolate, then the Storke of frogs, which hee pecketh out 
of thcir pooles. 
But I will not write vvith the pen of an Adamant , what 
I ſpake with my tongue, I vvill not tell it againein Gath,or 
record it in the ſtreets of Askelon,what I ſaid in Irſhemeſh, 
the City of the Sun:1 defire rather with tears-to waſh ir out. 
I could vviſh vvith all my heart that thoſe hungry ſto- 
mackes, vvhich haue ſuch appetites to mony-polyes, would 
beg ſuch Patrons Land-lords, neighbours into their ſtocke, 
for we could better want them,then many better commodi- 
tics, But now I haue paſt ouer theſe Alpes,which ſend down 
much ſnow-water, and cold comforts into the boſome of 
the poore people , vyhat way be thought of me? come I hi- 
ther with the ſpirit of giddineſle, -to traduce all Patrons, 
Land-Lords, and rich neighbours , like a fretting Inuidiſt, 
vyhich haue more gall then conſcience ? God forbid, for 1 
baue not ſo learned Ieſus Chriſt, The good Patrons, Land- 
Lords, and neighbours I praiſe and honour , vyhich ſo liue 
in their liuings, that the Church, their Tenants, and poore 
Cohabitants may live-in comforts and ſweet refreſhings by 
them. They which ſo demaine their demaines, Commons, 
and Tenements, that honeſt neighbours, with fruitful paines 
and thriftie , and comely parſimony may liue vnder them, 
bleſſed bee the fruit of their bodies, the fruit of their 
rounds, the increaſe of thejr kine, and their flockes of 
theepe.The Lord ſhal comand the blefling to be vvith them 
in their torehouſes, they ſhall bee bleſſed at their comming 
in,& going out fremthis time forth for ever more. I hope of 
theſe Patrones, Land-lords,and Neighbors,as it is recorded 
of Noble Alexander, who when Parmenio vrged him to re- 
folue on ſuch proiccts as at another time, Lyſander had in his 
head, ſcilicet, To peece ont the shin of a Lion with the caſe of a 
Fox,he anfvvered, Were I Parmenio, I would, The meaning 
is plain,that he would not diſhonor and ſtaine himſeclfe with 
ſuch baſe defignements, as to make crueltie and craft his 
G 3 wo 
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two heads to fight vvithall. Thus Iam perſwaded of our 
vvorthy Chriſtian Gentlemen, that no vnruly cuill of o- 
thers ſhall poyſon them : bur that till they vvill preferre 
mercy , before ctueltic , honour, beforc baſenefle, charitie, 
before incompaſſion, peace of conſcience, before vnconſci- 
onable facriledge, GOD , before the Deuill , life, betore 
death, and heaucn, before hell. Then ſhall God hauc re- 
ſpect vnto you, and eſtabliſh his Couenant with you, 

Thus , haue Iended this tranſpoſition of Open not thy 
mouth ſo yyide, vnto the canker-yvormes of religion, ho- 
neſty, and pietie, vyhich not content vvith the labour and 
ſweat, vvould hauec the bloud of the Clergy, Laictic, and all 
in their owne veynes. 

Yetto you, my gracious auditory, Iend as I began, in 
my reading this Text,Open thy month wide, Bee you alwayes 
open in faith, feare, and loue towards God, in ſubiection,o- 
bedience, and faithfull alleageance towards the King,in re- 
ucrend audience and glad acceptance to yyholeſome doc- 
trine,in willing ſubmiſſion to your Parents, Maſters,Tutors, 
Gouernours, in mutuall charitie amongſt your brethren, in 
watchfulnes towards your ſelues, to preuent all enemics bo- 
dily, and ghoſtly. Then ſhall you dwell in your land ſafely, 
vvithout teare, your threſhing ſhall reach to the vintage, 
you ſhall raigne ouer your enemics your finnes, and they 
ſhall nor raigne ouer you. | And thus much of the firſt part of 
the Law,Open thy mouthwide, wvhich teacheth Chriſtia duty.

Theſe are two golden rings giuen by God to his Church, 
by the husband to his ſpowle, one for remembrance, the o- 
ther for aſſurance. Two golden rings giuen by him, who by 
his owne right and vvorthineſle vveareth the crowne, to her 
whom he vvooeth, that by his yyorthineſſe and right, ſhee 
may weare a Crowne. | 
The firſt ring of remembrance, the Law, Ihaue remem- 
bred. 
The ſecond, ring of aſſurance , by Gods gracious afli- 
ſtance I will ſhew you. 
And, | Firſt,Gods plenty is a rich fountain,all in all,out of 
vyhich cuery thing hath ſomthing, the Sun, Moone, & Stars, 
their light and naturall influences, heavenly ſpheares their 
motions,carths ſtabilitie and treaſures, vvaters their depths 
and turning s, fire heate, Elephant ſtrength, Lion and E- 
gle courage, Vine fruitfulneſle, Oyle cheerefulnefle, Oliue 
atneſſe, Fig-trec ſweetneſle, all Gardens, Orchards, Fields, 
Mountaines, Vallies, Scas, and all creatures, all their varie- 
ties, and all their plenties.

Lyons dolacke 
and [uffer bnnger, and great mcn which rampe asroaring Ly- 
ons inthe world, doc liue in lacke, when they that ſecke God 
wazt nothing:\ncha gift of Ged is contentation, which none 
can giue but he, It is a common ſaying ,that the belly is more 
eaſily filled then the cye, and itis irue, for the world may fill 
the belly of greedy delire, and tuffe the panch of hunger, but 
the eye isnot ſatisfied with ſeeing, vnleſle God bring conten» 
ta:ion his childs portion , See the looks of diſcontentment in 
his owne glaſle. 

The dilcont:nted man in the middeſt of his wealth, health, 
ſtreng.b, honour, friends, flatterers, wanting Children, is 
thus deſcribed, There is one alone, and there is not a ſecond 
with him , neither Sonne, nor brother zyoris there noend of 
ail his trauaile, neither can his eye bee (atisficd with riches : 
neii:her doth he thinke, For whom do I trauaile and defraude 
my Go of pleaſure? this is vanity and an euill cravaile, 
q I . , 

He thathath heires and Oliue braaches great tore, tre) Conti» 
nue his houſe from poſterity to poſterity,is nor ſatisfied ; eue- 
ry branch multi bee loaden with cluſters of preferments, and 
Pomgraners of gold. His eye is not ſltisfied any more then 
his, who can behold no Sunne of beauty to ſtand before him: 
Hee that hath Children,is as diſcomented, as hee which hack 
none. He which hati: gone, cannottake the greedy Worme 
out of his appetite, norlongiag out of his eye, but Giltconti- 
nueth as the cye which canort {leep night nor day for care, as 
if he had ſight of his Childrens chiidjen ro the'tbird & fourth 
generati6. What is the cauſc-of this diſconteni?they rurege- 
nerated haue world inough, but not God inough. Reriem- 
ber Syon, ſo long as ſhee is captive, inhabiting amongthe

it had plenitwdinem felicitats,Which is never inoughtofill the 
empty places of a worlelings heart. What is all this world 
in Thich bellatur, navigatur, men paſſe vp and downe , and 
ftriue one with another, as the Ebrew with his brother? All 
the carth is but punii»m, mans dere is a great circle , which 
could containe many worlds, yea,deſire is infigite wider then 
any circles cf the beauens 2 and therefore all the world can 
fill mans defire no more then the poyur of a needle can fill 
the wideſt circle, or waters of the ſea fill bottemleſle tubbes. 
Let vs make bold with great Alexander to bring his exam. 
ple backe into remembrance for this purpoſe, 

Hee had honour in great meaſure, being Lord Generall 
ouer all his Legions, ; | 

Hee had Office large inough, being Emperour over 
all Gregha, and ail Prouinces ſubdued therevnto. 
c had liberty to march in the wide worldat his pleaſure, 
where he liſt ro ſet bis foote, 

He had caſe to fight when he lift,or to retrear at his owne 
wall. 

Hee had hea!th and firength continued to his. bodie, 
and armes to ouercome, and ouer-runne ſo many Coun- 
trics with viRteric as were then knowne to the world, yer 
Nill his defixe was like an empty Shoppe not balfe tur. 
niſhed. _ 

When hee had conquered all of which hee heard, he 
wiſhed more worlds , and when hee heard of a new found 
werld, be wept to feele his defires emprie, ; 

The wiſe man might well ſay of a wiſe man which had 
not halfe ſo much , Pleaſant rreaſwre and Ole are in 
the 
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the bouſe of the wiſe, whom God hathmade rich : But the fooles 
houſe 11 empiie hawing no graces of Gods Spirit 19 bring un con- 
fentment, 

Contentation then is great riches , more worth then all 
the World, and it is rightly called , habitus inuittus, which 
preſcrueth againſt finne,as King Daxid affirmeth : 7 hawe hid 
thy promiſe in my heart , that I rg ht nat fiune againſt thee, So, 
that whereas {ins are like Gods of the Heathen,which giue 
no reſt,this grace of contentation in Gods filling giueth reſt 
from finne. 'All vantages of this World are to mans defire 
_ as ſharpeſauceto the appetite, which doth.norfatisfic hun. 
ger, but prouoke the ſtomacke to hunger after more.So that 
Worldlings daily gather more riches to fatisfie them, ashee 
whicheates falt to quench his thirſt, and powres on Oyle to 
quench the fire. Yea, asthe Popiſh Idolater bowing/to one 
1dall, doth increaſc his þaſe deuotion to bow:to another; or - 
as the Blaſphemer hauiug once taken Gods Name'in vyaine, 
doth fet an edge on his wickednefſeto blaſpheme againe, or 
as the prophane perſon by diſhonouring of the Sabboth, 
doth whet his voluptuouſnefſe, and make it more cager to 
diſhonourthe Sabboth againe: thus the Worldling by loo- 
king daily ypon the World gets a tomacke, and cuerie 
towne and field he ſees,makes o_ morehungrie.The craftie 
Marchant, which hath once lickt a yong Gentleman into his 
bookes, doth feele his licke ſo ſweet , that hee longs till hee 
cah licke againe. But Socrates that vviſe Philoſopher gaue 
his counſell to all which can bee contented to take it , that 
none ſhould cate thoſe meates which entiſe the ſtomacke to 
craue more when there is enough, forſo come ſurfets the 
common bane of men. Thus were it a wholeſome ſtayfor a 
Chriſtian toreſt content when there is enough, l eſt after hee 
die of a ſurfer, and yet be nor ſatisfied though he die.That I 
may {peake to the vnderſtanding of my ekel brother, ler 
. tet me remember. a Storie not for the truth, bur for the re- 

ſemblance. 
It was written in older time of a Bird-catcher,who caught 
a Nightingale , and the Bird, to ſauce her owne life , did 
: I plead 
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plead forher ſelfe, as well as a Bird could, thatſhewas not 


worth killing,ſhe had nothing on her backe to fill his belly. 
But ſaith the Fowler , One little Bird in hand is worth 
two-in the Wood. The Bird replyed, that her notes are 
more worth then her corps, and that ſhee would fing him 
three Songs, for which he ſhould fare better all his lite,if he 
kepr them, then it. he kild her: The bargaine was made, the 
Songs recorded, & the Bird let fly.Bur what weretheSongs.

3 Beleenenet that which is incredible. 

Now whileſtthe wiſe Fowler was digeſting theſe Coun- 
{cls, good medicines for a worldlings {ickneſle,the Bird fly- 
ing ouer his-head,, told him that hec had loſt great treaſure, 
for ſhe had within her a Aſargarite ſtone , as great as an E- 
frrich Egge.: Atthis newes, the 'Birder beganne to ply the 
Nightingale with faire words,and told her that if ſhe would 
come againe to his hand, hee would ſpare meate out of his 
owne bclly to feed her > Then anſwered the Bird, I ſee thou 
art 4 foole, which canſt make no-profit of my Songs : 

1 T hou laboxreft for me, which thou canſt not reach : 
2 Thos grieneſt, for that which is unrecouerable : 
3 eAnd thoubeleeneft that, which no wiſeman will, that 
Ihane a pearle within, as bigge as the Eſtrich Egge, 
. and all my bode i nor ſo bigge. | 
Surely there are many of theſe Fowlers in the World, 
which dote in Qhcir repoſals, repoſing contentation in the 
riches of this World, where it is not, and neglecting to 
ſeecke it vyhere' it is. The World hath no more ſufficien- 
cieto mans defire,then theNightingale had the true Pearle 
within her, to giue him cotnent. But when all is done, the 
World, which the rich ſeemed'to haue in his hand, is a moc- 
ker , and makes ſhifts ſoftly away : when the Worldling is 
left behind to his qwne ſorrow,and the graue, Allthe while, 
He tranailed for winde, & hath nothing left in his hand but ſor- 
row CF anger, he hath no more portion for exer,m al that 15 doxe 
wnde 
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wnder the Sunne. Hee hath at laſt , more caufeto complaine 


with an heauic heart, then Peter had : Syr, hane labonred all Lies 


nmght, and canght nothing : They wanted-their Maſter to fill 
them, who at his comming gaue them all their hands-full, 
there was Godsplentie, So then the difterence of end and 
reward, betwixt them which haue two cares,to one for God, 
aboue the World, and them which haue rwo cares, to one, 
for the World aboue God. The cares of Worldlings, arc 
thornes, with which they are in continuall anguiſh of Spirit, 
They ſhalbe hungrie as Dogges , runne about the Cities, and not 
be ſatisfied, they ſhalleate and not haye enough, putting all they 
haue into a broken bagge. . Therefore let none belo vnwiſe to 
to truſt to the glorie of this Challenger, to thinke there can 
* bepeace, caſe and reſt in the poſſeſſions of the Earth: in im- 
poſſibilities, vnrecouerable hopes, and incredible blandiſh- 
ments of the World : eAriſe, and depart, for as your reſt is not 
byre,becanſe the Warld is polluted,and if ye truſt to it,it ſhall de- 
ftrey you with @ ſore deſtruttion, But if you fiye to the Lord, 
in the top of the Mountaines, for contentation, and reſt : Z- 
eric man fhall ſit under his Vine , and wnder his Figtree , and 
none ſhall make you afraid, and ſhallwalke im the name of the 


Lord our God, for ener and ener,

BY T there is another Challenger, who faith he is aboue 
all the World, and denying Gods Crowne and dignitie 
to be-proper to himſelfe,tels vs that hee is able as well as his 
Father , To gineor take away the Wirld, Yeo , to giue Hea- 
uen, and take it away, vyhich is a priuiledge more then that 
proud Vlurper his Father euer challenged. This is he vvhich 
canfill a mans foule with more eaſe, content, and reft,then 
God can, or vvill. He can giue reſt to them, for whom God 
is not prouided, to a Rebell, Traytor, Murtherer, Parricide, 
Regicide- he can fil all defires. Who is hegbut his Holineſſe 
of Ryze, all Holinefle, begotten of his Father Sinne, and 
borneof his Mother Superſtition-+ long fed with the pappe 
of, Policie, now armed \vith the workes of darkeneſle, a- 

| I 3 gainſt 
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gainſt the children of light , and ſlaughtering a Million in 
the fields of Ignorance : O bloudie field, where whole kin- 
reds and Nations periſh : Cy people are gone into Captimitie, 
becanſe they hane no knowledge , their hononrable men are fas 
iſhed, and their multitude dryed vp with thr f. 

Now, I come to anew »e# ficwt, to Antichriſt, againſt 
Chriſt: did I fay Antichriſt? Yes, but all the doubt is a- 
mong great Schollers,that Icither dare not,or cannot ſtand 
to it, Well, if I doe play the part of a woman , as otice the 
Pope did, to ſay more then I can prooue, let them challenge 
me, which fpic me running away. What ſay they, which are 
the Popes vndertakers ? What's pluſquarm Dexs ? Whoſe I- 
mage or ſuperſcription is that ? Which ts the Popes coyne,, 
fo farre ſpread abroad; that all his Muſtar-maſters the Te- 
fuites cannot hide Antichriſt. The Iefuites are workemen of 
a new Trade, purpoſely ſet vp vnder [gnarimne his Banner, for 
the maintenance of this new now ficnt, ot pluſqnam Dem, 
All their ftudie is to conuert le people, or proud peo. 
ple, or malecontented, or fantafticall people to the Pope : 
Theſe are the fiveet Babes they dandle,and the Pope is their 


'deare God, to whom they comert them. The ri gt ſheep,in 


former times yvere wont toturne to their Shepheard at his 
call : My ſprepe heare my voyee: butnow they mult fliye from, 
their Shepheard, and follow a ſtranger from Chriſt, to An- 
tichriſt. The Scriptures teſtifie of Ieſus, Traditions vnwrit- * 
ten teſtifie of the Pope : therefore the Ieluites vic traditions 
to conuert ſoules to the Pope,more then Scriptures,to wihne 
them to God, Bur this is a falſe Glofle or Sophiftrie for Lo- 
gicke, to call diverting conuerting,and to ſay, that thoſe are 
led to the good Shepheard, which are carried to the Robbery, 
They fay, they haue preuaited much by the ſpirit of argu- 
ments, and bronghit mary into their Heard of vniuerfalitie, 
which prooueth the goodnefle of their paines and cauſe. 
I anſwere, that it ſheweth rather the weakenefle of thofe 
they haue wonne, then the goodneſle of their cauſe or argu- 
ments , by which they have ouermaſtred their Conuerts. 
What, though the Dewill diverted our firſt Parents, was his 


cauſe 


caufe or reaſon good? His arguments were too ftrong for 
their yyeaknefſe, vyhich did not continue in the truth, yet 
were they bur Sophiftications, neither ſtrong nor honeſt, 
Traytors haue preuailed in their Deuilliſh Plots, to kill tyyo 
hate French Kings:yet vvere not their Plots lawfull or good. 
The Icſuites by no meanes vvill betoo blame, for Confpi- 
racies, and ſhedding innocent bloud : And Becaru by chil- 
diſh delufions, hath perſwaded manie, that a Ieſuite cannot 
be a Traytor : burall his preualent ſhifts are not good per- 
fwafions. My Neighbour vyhen his Lambe was gone, accu- 
fed his Nei ons Dogge, and vvhy not the Fox? Becauſe 
hee vvent abroad in the night, (as the ennions mar did to ſow 
raves) and yyas not ſcene : therefore the Foxe is not guiltie. 
Such like arguments, Ieſuites beſtow vpon their Schollers,to 
proue, that the Pope is not Antichriſt, which, albeit they 
preuaile either (by the ſound) vvith either weake or wilfull 
Diſciples, are nor foyynd. I grant alfo, that albeit I filly 
poore blind man, could not ſee to pur an heire betwixt pluſ- 
quam Dems, and Antichriſt, vvhich both as one needle haue 
bur one eye, yet both diuers learned and godly Proteſtants, 
Eximium aliqntm Antichriſtuns expeQames : {ceme to thinke 
that this or that Pope is not Antichriſt. All this alfo may be 
«granted, and yet the Pope be Antichriſt, For 4s that great 
Tree , which Nebuchadnez.zar did ſte in the middeſt of the 
Earth , whoſe height was verie great, enerie branchwas not the 
Tree,but the tyunke,and all the branches together were the Tree, 
Thus ſay I of Antichriſt , not that the one or that other was 
hee, which vyere but branches of the Tree : but the wicked 
Popes vnited to the{Papacie, are coniwnitim Antichriſt, 


That another Pope may come confederate with the Turk,or | 


without any combination with the Turke,and commit more 
hainous vvickednefle then any Pope heretofore hath com- 
mitted : May hauc ſome probabilitie , and yet vvith infal-- 
lible reaſon, this ply/quam Dews,bee rightly eſteemed Anti- 
chriſt. All the branches of a Tree doe not grow out at once, 
bur there are yeerely new ſhootes proceed forth, durin 

the vigour ofthe Tree, yyhileſt it is growing. Butif atlaſt, 
I 3 any” 
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any (prig of the ſame pur forth, vvhich. increaſing to the 
greatnefle of the former branches, ſends downe more drops 
of vengeance ypon the plants, and ynderwood , vvhich 
grow neere vnto it; it is not therefore deemed another Tree, 
bur a branch of the ſame. I know moreouer, that the Pope 
himſclfe vyould not be called or accounted Antichriſt. No 
more then the Deuill vyould bee knowne to bee Lucifer, or 
an cuill Spirit : and therefore as the Neuil came diſguiſed to 
our firſt Parents in a louely Serpent ; 10'comes Antichriſt in 
the ſhape of an holy Prieſt, Vicariu« Chriſti: yea, therefore 
to hide Antichriſt in the myſteric of iniquitie, there are ma- 
nie deuices and ſhifts inuented , as that hee muſt bee of the 
Tribe of Dan, and dyeat Jeruſalem, vvhich all being but 
Painters colours (to make that feeme vyhich is not) I can- 
not altcr my ſentence. And fince T haue God and the Kin 
on iny (ide, I dare goe on to prooue in another Booke,which 
I may not ſtand to prooue now, that vyhoſocuer preſumerh 
to look out, with this face plaſguam Dems,is that Antichriſt, 
Indeed, pluſquarm Dexs , puts the Lord Almightie quite out 
of his Throne , and not only makes the Serpents argument 
good againſt Eh, but makes it better. The higheſt digni- 
tic vvhich the Deuill taught Adam.and Exah to aſpire vnto, 
was, you ſhall be as Gods, thinking of nothing greater then 
God. But now the Pope, the greateſt Poet of the World, 
and deuiſer of lyes, hath found'a greater pluſquam D ens, 
The Deuill that olde Sophiſter, may bee aſhamed of his ar- 
ument (if hee bee not paſt ſhame, as the Pope is)that his 
Scholler is quite gone beyond him. If this title hold, I know 
no reaſon to the contrarie,but that if Ad: Aled from God, 
cauſe (0 » vvas his better : ſo G op may fly from the 
Pope, becauſe he is his better ( pluſguam Deus). Now, in all 
the Popes turiſdiction , who but the Pope, hee can fill all 


-penitent ſoules with all their hearts defies. 


This is the common perſwaſion of many Popelings, that 
they can {py inthe Popes head, brighter eycs then in Chriſt, 
inthe Popes decrees ſweeter morſels, then in the Scriptures, 
in the Popes Canons ſtronger finnewes,then in Gods word, 


as 
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as if Gods finnewes were ſhrunk, and his arme ſhortned,and 
the Popes lengthened, in pluſquarm Des. Thus is Chriſt de- 
creaſed, and Antichrilt increaſed. We poore Countrey peo- 
ple haue obſerued of our Pullen , vyhich peake about our 
dwellings, that yyhen Corne is caſt for them to feede on, 
they ſtay a while and pecke alittle : but, hauing plentie of 
dung-hill Corne, they quickly forſake the other, and goe to 
the dung-hill to ſcratch for that they like better. Such 
Cockerills & Pullets we hauc too great plenty in England ; 
vyhich vvhen vyholeſome graines of the holy Scriptures are 
caſt before them , now and then they ſtay a vvhile at a Ser- 
mon to {aue'a penny , and pecke a little ar the immortall 
ſeeds of the Word, vvhich is not very pleaſant vato them : 
but preſently they returne to their cuſtome;to their Porteſ- 
ſes and Popiſh Mattens, to take away the taſte of the 
Scriptures with that vvhich they reliſh better, Indeede, 
the grauc;fincere and ſerious inſtruction , vyhich commerh 
out of the mouth of a ſober and. learned Preacher, is no- 
thing to pleaſant and ſauoric to them, as that vyhich the 

finde in their ſuperſtitious Letanies, and Romiſh and Rhe- 


miſh dung-hils, or which new-fangled fugitives, like CM5- Jud.17.12. 


cahs Prieſt doth offer vynto them. Thus they haue forſaken 
God, to ſeruc him who is p/nſquam Dews : and why ſo? be- 


cauſe for their deuotion to Micabs Ephod and Teraphim,they Pirſes 


ſhall haue many miraculous fauours beſtowed on them, 
more then they ſhould obtaine all their liues long by the 
ſeruice of God. I will beg onely one inſtance, which is de- 
livered diuerſly : but I willas neere as I can, ſhew ir like 
the originall Latine lye in the Legend, Ir is written in the 
liues of the Hermets,of Saint Nicholas a Toletan,thar being 
ſicke, there vvas a little tender Partridge prouided for him. 
The religious brother, leſt he ſhould bring a ficknefle into 
his conſcience for his order fake , xefuſed to eate anyfl:ſh. 
the Prior of that Couent being very compaſhonate towards 
the ſicke man, commanded him to eate for his health ſake. 
The good Saint, more for obedience to the Prior , then for 
deſire to breake his yow, put his hand towards the diſh, and 
weeping, 
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yveeping, began to craue the Partridge, Now ſee the won. 
der, to ſoone as he had touched the Partridge vvith his ho. 
ly fingers, the Partridge reuiued, and both the birdand his 
ickeneſle fled away together. What ſay you now , was not 
here an cafie cure? yyho yyould not be a Papiſt, if the Pope 
haue ſuch miraculous pleaſures in his kitchen to fill the 
mouthes of his Romiſh Catholikes, Bur this is a toy, there 
are greater fauours to be found in Popery then this : Open 
thy mouth to him yyho is plu/quam Deus, and he which can. 
not fill his owne defire, yvil fill thine. a 

I vvill tell you in the ſame vyords to my remembrance, 
the boaſt of an Engliſh runnagate. Oh yyhar it is to goeto 
Rome, there a Romane Catholike Gentleman ſhall haue 
comfortable entertainement. 

What is that ? Firſt , hee ſhall receiue a chaine of gold: 
pardon for hisfinnes. Flax to 

Sec ondly,hi:edding ring,reconciliation'to his Holines 

Thirdly, his bracelets, the Popes bleſſings. - 

And fourthly, his eſcx/»m dilettioms his holy kiffe of loue. 
And becauſe the Popes Holinefle liethneererto his heele, 
' then his heart, the vviſe Gentleman ſhall bee allowed to 
kifle the Popes foot. The Popes Holinefle (as it ſeemeth ) 
vvas in his Foot , Yyhen hee ſet his foot ypon the necke of 
the Emperor, & bleſſed him with a Scriptura torta : Super aſ- 
pidem & baſilizxcnns. A foule meaning , to a faire Text . Bur 

let me haſten. 

'_ _ Opentothe Pope, and hee yvhich is pluſquam Dems, can 
for thy vantage, or his owne, ſtep downe into his Vicarage, 
lower then pluſquam Dexs, and become Chriſt his Deputie, 
Open thy mouth to him, for hee is Chriſts Vicar on earth; 
ar! $6 as a Merchants -fore-man, an Aldermans Clearke, a 
Noble mans Steward, or a Gentlemans Bayliffe, can by the 
*, power of his money-miſtreſſe, do more for a ſutor then the 
Maſter himſelfe.Thus the Pope,Gods fore-man : who ſome- 

_ timegyvil be before his Maſter, by the power of the Church 
cnet that vyorke, which G OD himſelfe hath left vn- 
done : to ſet open the Kingdome of heauen,to Dogges,En- 
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chanters, Whoore-mongers, Murtherers, Idolaters, Equi- 
uocatours, and yyhoſoeuer loueth, or maketh lies, whome ' 
God hath ſhut our. Ape, 22.15, 

Open thy mouth to him, his word is of more credit then 
his Maſters, for there is much infirmitic in Scripture, Gods 
Word is inſufficient ( as the Ieſuites blaſpheme ) but the 
Pope is ſo ſufficient, that he can repaire the breaches of ho- 
ly Scriptures, and make yp all their defects, 

Open thy mouth to him,and hee can fill it yvith counſels, 
more worth then Gods Commandements, that thou mayeſt 
noteate an eggetill Eaſter day , without a licenſe , nor goe 
to Church at all without a diſpenſation. 

Open thy mouth to him, if thou beeſt as farre ſpent as 
Barrabas atheefe, and a murtherer, he can allow thee a pri- 
— that Chriſt neuer had, to be mewd vp in Purgatory. 
This {hall ſerue thy turne, as areprieuement doth for a ma- 
lefactor , till his friends haue ſued out his Pardon. He muſt 
needes ſticke faſt ayyhile, if he haue not better friends : but, 
he is ſure to come our at laſt, for Purgatory is vvell ſold, 
when the money is well told. 

Open thy mouth to him , and hee will furniſh thee with 
aduocates and aduocatrices Saints of theRomaneCalender, 
thou ſhalt neuer necd to goeſo farre as Chriſt for ſaluation, 
for it may bee had among theſe Proctors in a Ladies 
chamber. 

Open thy mouth to him for a perfe& way to heauen, hee 
preſently wilt ſend thee in a Chariot drawne with Saint 
AMartin, Saint Dominicke, Saint Nucholas, Saint Francis. and 
Saint Anthony, and twentie temes more if you will of ſun- 
dry Orders. 

Or if thou open to him, thou mayeſt be carried by Tren- 
talls, Dirges, Maſſes : ſo —_ in an vnknowne tongue, 
that being carried blindfold thou ſhalt neuer know how 
thou came thicher, Thus are 100000. of our braue young 
Gentlemen and Ladies carried to heauen , all their pride, 
diſobedience, contempt of the Church, of ciuill Lawes,and 
ſcorne of Gods word, caunot make them once to trip by the 
Way.

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Orif you will goe in the beſt faſhion, which is not in
